Previous Statement by 
Burke Is That Agency 
Will Be Told There Is 
‘No Chance’ of Pact. 


WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP).— 
Soft coal operators and John L. 
Lewis’ United Mine Workers tried 
again today to compose their dif- 
ferences over portal-to-portal pay 
but the dispute still appeared to 
be headed back to the War Labor 
Board. 

Recessing after a two-hour 
meeting, the conferees would make 
no official announcement. Pri- 
vately both sides expressed pessim- 


ism over the prospects of a volun- 
tary agreement. 

The 15 days which the WLB gave 
the parties to work out a settle 
ment expires tomorrow, and the 
operators are understood to be 
ready to report unsuccessful at- 
tempts to achieve an agreement. 
What the board would do with the 
dispute back on its doorstep is 
speculative. 


Burke's .Statement. 


Edward R. Burke, spokesman for 
the Southern Appalachian opera- 
tors, said last night the parleys 
over underground travel-time pay 
had just about broken down. He 
said the producers would report to 
the WLBE tomorrow that there is 
“no chance” of an agreement. 

Burke added that he was ex- 

ressing the view also of Charles 
O'Neill, representing the Northern 
Appalachian operators. O’Neill him- 
self did not comment. 

“There is not any basis for reach- 
ing a settlement unless the miners 
recede from their present demand 
and Lewis has given no indication 
that he will do that,” said Burke, 
former United States Senator from 
Nebraska. 

Lewis demanded $2 a day pay 
increase for more than 500,000 
miners, representing compensation 
for 90 minutes time spent in travel 
underground. The operators said 
48 minutes at straight time, short 
of $1, was enough. Lewis then 
came down to $1.50 on a 30-day 
trial basis, and that was rejected. 
Meantime there were two walk- 
outs and Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes, as Government operator of 
the mines since May 1, said the 
nation lost 11 million tons of pro- 
duction as a result of last week’s 
work stoppage. 


Illinois Proposal. 

The $1.50 figure cropped up as 
a compromise in Illinois yesterday. 
Operators there agreed to such an 
increase for the State’s 23,000 
UMW coal diggers. Ray Edmund-

Miss Jane Champlin Loses 
Life in Army Airplane 
Crash at Night. 


Miss Jane Champlin, St. Louis, 
member of the Women’s Auxiliary 
Ferry Service, was killed in an 
airplane crash last night, Army 
officials today informed her moth- 
er, Mrs. David W. Champlin, 5314 
Northland avenue. 

The exact location of the crash 
was not disclosed in the official 
message, Mrs. Champlin said. Her 
daughter had been stationed at 
Sweetwater, Tex., and had recent- 
ly taken up night flying. 

Miss Champlin entered the 
WAFS last Feb. 15 at Houston, 
Tex., where she received her pri- 
mary flight training under Army 
Air Forces direction. She was the 
sixth St. Louis woman to enter the 
service, 

Late in 1942, Miss Champlin left 
her position as secretary at the 
Railway Express Agency, Inc., to 
study aviation and flying. She had 
had more than 100 hours to her 
credit.when she went into the 
WAFS. She was a graduate of 
St. Louis University. 

Duties of the women in the 
service, who receive four months 
training, include piloting fighter 
and bomber planes from factories 
to bases within the confines of 
continental United States. 

Besides her mother, Miss 
Champlin is survived by a brother, 
David Warren Champlin, who is 
in the Army. 


ROOSEVELT SAYS HE WILL

DR. MUENGH ENDS 
BABY-HOAX TERM 
AND COMES HOME 


" Released From U. S. 


Prison in Indiana on 
Serving About 6 of His 
8 Years’ Sentence. 


ON ARRIVAL HERE 


Wife, Nellie, Who Tried 
to Pass Off Another’s 
Child as Her Own, Still 


Is Imprisoned.

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., June 8.— 
Dr. Ludwig O. Muench of St. 
Louis, a key figure in the celebrat- 
ed baby hoax, was released today 
from the new Federal penitentiary 
here, after serving approximately 
six years of an eight-year sentence 
for mail fraud in connection with 
the bizarre scheme that attracted 
nationwide interest. 

Shortly after midnight, Dr. 
Muench, who was denied a parole 
three years ago but who received 
customary time allowances for 
good behavior, was checked out of 
the penitentiary, four miles south 
of here. 

Appearing nervous and harassed, 
Dr. Muench boarded a St. Louis- 
bound mail train which left here at 
1:50 o’clock this morning, having 
emerged from a car parked in the 
shadows after train pulled in. He 
had no comment to make to the 
reporter, who witnessed his depart- 
ure. He had told fellow inmates 
and prison officials he believed 
himself to be a victim of “newspa- 
per persecution,” and that he de- 
sired only to be left alone. 


Once Gray Hair Now White. 
Dr. Muench’s hair, iron gray 


when he went to prison in 19837,. 


was white and sparser. His debon- 
air mustache had been shaved off. 
He walked with a stoop, contrast- 
ing with his former erect carriage, 
and was wearing the same blue 
serge suit and worn gray felt hat 
he wore when he left City Jail in 
St. Louis for Leavenworth Peni- 
tentiary, where he remained until 
his transfer to the model institu- 
tion here on Oct. 23, 1939. 

Clutching under an arm a brown 
paper parcel containing his toilet 
articles and other personal posses- 
sions, his only baggage, he hastily 
shook hands with an unidentified 
friend who had driven him to the 
train and purchased his ticket 
while he remained concealed in the 
car, Then Dr. Muench climbed 
aboard a combination smoker and 
baggage car, taking the rear seat, 
glancing nervously out of the win- 
dow, smoothing his hair and giving 
every indication of anxiety for the 
train to start. He gave a visible 
sigh of relief when it left. 

Dr. Muench appeared to be in 
good general physical condition 
and had a healthy color, the result 
of farm work on the _ 1200-acre 
penitentiary tract. His extra activ- 
ities on the prison farm knocked 
an extra eight days from the time 
he was required to serve, before 
automatically paroled on good be- 
havior allowance, 

He would have been released 
May 8, but was required to remain 
another 30 days because of failure 
to pay a $5000 fine imposed at the 
time of sentencing by United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore at St. Louis. The fine be- 
comes a civil liability if he sub- 
sequently obtains funds. 

Dr. Muench’s future is uncertain. 
Whatever he does he will have to

Riot Alarm as Service Men Strip 


in Los Angeles

| LOS ANGELES, June 8 (AP).— 
Civil and military police early to- 
day succeeded in dispersing thou- 
sands of service men and civilians 
in the downtown business district 
-after a night of disorders in which 
zoot-suited youths were ferreted out 
| by sailors and soldiers who divest- 
led at least 50 of their bizarre at- 
| tire. 

By 1 a. m. police and sheriff's 
deputies had arrested 24 civilians, 
11 sailors and five soldiers on 
charges of disturbing the peace 
and unlawful assembly. In three 
nights of battling with service 
men, who maintain they and their 
girl friends have been “pushed 
around” at random by hooligans, 
more than 100 youths in “reat 
pleat” trousers and knee-length 
coats were jailed on vagrancy 
counts. 

Police Chief C. B. Horrall de- 
clared a general riot alarm last 


night, summoning 1000 policemen to 
special duty. Navy shore patrol- 
men and military police, in jeeps 
and afoot, also toured streets teem- 
ing ~with service men and specta- 
tors and jammed with traffic. 
Cars and taxis carrying bands of 
bluejackets and_ soldiers sped 
through the _ district, halting at 
theaters, cafes, penny arcades and 
dance halls in search of zoot-suit- 
ers. Victims, their outlandish 
clothes ripped from them, were 
left on sidewalks. Ambulances 
took three to emergency hospitals, 
where they were treated and re- 
clad. None was seriously hurt. 
Order was restored after: mili- 
tary authorities declared out of 
bounds the entire downtown strip 
of Main street, where most of the 
disturbances took place, and Chief 
Horrall ultimately released the 
1000 riot squad officers from duty.

Attack ‘Properly Re- 
pulsed, Several Craft 
Sunk, Axis Claims—aAl- 
lied Planes Concentrate 
on Pantelleria. 


LONDON, June 8 (AP).—Com- 
muniques broadcast from Rome 
and Berlin today reported that the 
first Allied landing attempt on one 
of Italy’s outlying islands, the 
desolate prison island of Lam- 
pedusa, was repulsed last night. 

Official military and naval quar- 
ters in London did not confirm the 
Axis announcements immediately, 


and the Axis itself appeared to 
recognize that Lampedusa would 
not be an objective in a full-size 
invasion attempt when a German- 
controlled broadcast from Vichy 
said “a British and American of- 
fensive against Italy may be ex- 
pected at any moment.” 

DNB, official German news 
agency, said in a broadcast, how- 
ever, that the attempt on Lam- 
pedusa was a “serious effort” to 
take the island by five companies 
of British Commandos, superbly 
trained and equipped. 

70 Miles From Tunisia. 

Lampedusa, 70 miles east of 
Sousse on the East Tunisian coast 
and 120 miles south of. Sicily, nor- 
mally has a population of about 
3500 of whom a fifth are convicts. 
It is a spot of desert jutting up 
from the Mediterranean and the 
most southerly of Italy’s outlying 
defense positions. Although it 
once figured ag a secondary Ital- 
ian air base, it has not been a re- 
cent objective of Allied air at- 
tacks, 

The Italian communique today 
declared, however, that it was un- 
der heavy attack just prior to the 
landing attempt. 

“The enemy attempted a land- 
ing on the island of Lampedusa,” 
the communique said. “The at- 
tempt was carried out by British 
units, It was promptly repulsed by 
our defenses which sank several 
enemy naval vessels.” 

German Account. 

A Berlin broadcast said several] 
landing craft were sunk and as- 
serted forces which had landed 
“were destroyed.” 

The German high command 
communique stated that “the 
enemy yesterday tried to take the 
Mediterranean island of Lampedusa 
by a coup de main. The Italian 
garrison repulsed the attack, sank 
several boats and destroyed enemy 
troops which had landed.” 

Declaring the attempt failed “100 
_ cent,”. the German radio add- 
ed: 

“If the Allies by this attempt in- 
tended to test the resistance of 
Italian troops when they are de- 
fending their home soil, then the 
Italians have stood the test in a 
brilliant manner.”

WAY TO MAKE SEA 
WATER DRINKABLE 
‘IS FOUND BY NAVY 


WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP).— 
A practical method for men ma- 
rooned in lifeboats or rafts to 
make drinking water from the sea 
has been devised by the Navy, it 
was announced today. — 

With a small package of black 
and white chemicals and _ three 
plastic bags, more than a quart 
of fresh water can be made,- two 
Navy officers demonstrated. 

Ten boxes the size of a deck of 
cards would enable a man to pro- 
vide himself with drinking water 
for 20 days, said Lieut, William 
V. Consolazio of Boston, chief 
chemist of the Naval Medical Re- 
search Institute at Bethesda, Md., 
where the method was developed. 

Capt, William L. Mann of the 
Navy Medical Corps, under whose 
direction the research was made, 
said mass production of the sim- 
ple equipment could be started in 
short order. 

The new method is the first 
making it possible to remove from 
sea water both the sodium chlor- 
ide and magnesium chloride which 
make it unfit to drink. Other 
ways of taking out the chemicals 
have been too bulky or not suffi- 


ciently complete to be practicable.

ALLIES WILL HAVE 

TOOLS FOR ATTACK 
ON THE CONTINENT 
U.S. GENERAL SAYS 


Barges, Special Devices 
‘Will Be On _ Hand,’ 
Noce Asserts—Bombing 
of Italian Isles May Go 

_on for Some Time. 


LONDON, June 8 (AP).—Brig. 
Gen. Daniel. Noce, amphibious war 
expert of United States forces, de- 
scribed today well advanced prepa- 
rations for invasions at any one or 
several European fronts. 

Soon after Prime Minister 
Churchill told Commons that “am- 
phibious operations of a peculiar 
hazard on a large scale are ap- 
proaching” in the European the- 
ater, Noce assured a press confer- 


ence that landing barges and other 
specialized equipment would “be 
on hand for each operation as 
needed.” 

“Diversions are a very essential 
part of any large scale operation,” 
he commented. 

The recently appointed chief of 
organization and training in the 
European theater of operations of 
the United States Army said the 
Allies had considerable experience 
in land-sea operations and learned 
much at Dieppe, North Africa, the 
Solomons, Madagascar and Attu. 


Have Air Superiority. 


He recognized command of the 
air-as vital to any invasion and de- 
clared: 

“We already have air superior- 
ity” in a broad sense and _ will 
make certain that “we dominate 
the skies when we invade the con- 
tinent.” 

Noce said softening up opera- 
tions, now under way against the 
Italian outpost islands, may be re- 
garded as the first phase of oper- 
ations and may be carried out over 
a considerable period of time. 

“Our! country has been training 
for amphibious operations for a 
long time,” he said, in explaining 
that a high degree of training was 
needed for troops engaging in land- 
ing operations. He added that 
British methods were “very thor- 
ough.” 

Predicts Success. 

When the inva-ion comes, “it 
will go according to plan” and 
wherever the Allies choose to make 
the big break, Noce said. 

“We will have the force there 
necessary to do it” in the sea, air 
and on the land. He made clear 
that the Allies had mastered new 
techniques. 

“We have strong air power and 
strong sea power,” he said, “their 
full use is envisioned.” 

He said the high command was 
“fully aware of the possibilities of 
air-borne troops.” 


Nazis on Watch. 

Meanwhile, Swedish dispatches 
said the Germans were talking in- 
creasingly of an Allied attack on 
the continent. 

The Berlin correspondent of the 
Stockholms Tidningen quoted Nazi 
military circles as saying German

Capt. Vanderkloot Named Honor- 
ary Commander of Order 
of British Empire. 


LONDON, June 8 (AP).—Capt. 
William John A, Vanderkloot, pilot 
of the Liberator plane Commando 
which Prime Minister Churchill 
uses for globe trotting, was ap- 
pointed an honorary commander 
of the Order of the British Empire 
today by King George VI. Van- 
derkloot, 29 years old, was a St. 
Louis (Mo.) flying instructor four 
years ago and a member of the 
110th Observation Squadron at 
Lambert Field there. 

Vanderkloot was made a mem- 
ber of the order early in the war 
for his work in installing radio 
ranges in the North Atlantic for 
the British Ferry Command. 

The co-pilot of the plane, Capt. 
John Howard Ruggles, 26, of San 
Francisco, was made an honorary 
member of the order. e 

The Commando’s most recent 
flights were from the United 
States to North Africa to England. 
The plane also took Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden to Wash- 


ington this spring.

ROOSEVELT AGAIN 
WARNS AXIS NOT TQ 
USE POISON GAS 


’ 


Promises ‘Full and Swift 
Retaliation by U. S. 
Against Any Country 
“That Does. 


WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt gave the Axis 
Powers today a third warning 
against any use of poison or nox- 
ious gases in warfare and promised 
immediate retaliation against any 
country which employed them. 

The President read to a press 
conference a formal statement 
Saying any such use by any Axis 
power, in Europe or Asia, “will 
immediately be followed by the 
fullest possible retaliation upon 
munition centers, seaports and 
other military objectives through- 
out the whole extent of the terri- 
tory of such Axis country.” 

He said evidence that the Axis 
nations are making “significant 
preparations,” indicative of an in- 
tention to loose gases on United 
Nations forces, was being reported 
“with increasing frequency from a 
variety of sources.” 

Two Previous Warnitgs. 

Twice before he has spoken of 
reports that the enemy. was con- 
templating use of gases and 
warned of retaliatory steps which 
would be taken if they did. 

Today, expressing a hope that 
the United States never would 
have to use a weapon which has 
been outlawed by the _ general 
opinion of civilized mankind, 
Roosevelt said this country would 
not do so unless such a weapon is 
used first by the foe. 

“As President of the United 
States and as Commander-in-chief 
of the American Armed Forces,” 
he asserted, “I want to make clear 
beyond all doubt to any of our 
enemies contemplating a resort to 
such desperate and _ barbarous 
methods that acts of this nature 
committed against any one of the 
United Nations will be regarded 


NIMITZ AND KING 
TALK OVER PLANS 
ON WEST COAST 


Indication Fleet Chief 
Told Pacific Command- 
er of Grand Strategy 
Worked Out by Allies. 


WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP).— 
Admiral] Ernest J. King, command- 
er in chief of the United States 
fleet, has conferred on the West 
Coast with Admiral Chester W. 


Nimitz, commander of the Pacific 
fleet, on war plans, it was offi- 
cially disclosed today. 

The talk was linked informally 
with the conferences recently held 
in North Africa by Gen. George 
C. Marshall, Army chief of staff, 
and Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
African theater commander. 

The suggestion was made with 
indirect official agreement that 
Marshall and King had carried to 
their field commanders informa- 
tion on plans recently worked out 
by British and American officers 
and by President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill in their 
joint conferences here. 

Discussion by Knox. 

Secretary of the Navy Knox dis- 
closed at a press conference that 
Nimitz had been on the West 
Coast for conferences with King. 
Knox said there was no particular 
significance to the meeting since 
“they have the conferences about 
every 60 days.” 

A reporter suggested that the 
timing of ~King’s meeting with 
Nimitz and Marshall's meeting 
with Eisenhower indicated the 
top officers were carrying reports 
of the Roosevelt-Churchill meet- 
ing to their field commanders. 

“Possibly,” Knox said, “that 
would be one very good explana- 
tion.” 

The secretary said there had 
been no change in Allied global 
strategy which would shift addi- 
tional forces into the Pacific. The

23,500, Eighth Army’s 
11,500 — ‘Very Long- 
Range Air Power’ Tak- 
ing Toll of U-Boats.

LONDON, June 8 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill told the House 
of Commons today that a large 
scale invasion of Europe was ap- 
proaching, that the Allies were de- 
termined to destroy the Axis by 
air and other means and voiced 
confidence that the deadly sub- 
marine menace was swiftly being 
overcome, 

“It is evident that amphibious 


operations of a peculiar complexity 
and hazard on a large scale are 
approaching,” he said in his first 
war review since his Washington 
and North Africa conferences, 
“Operations now impending in 
the-European theater of war have 


|been fitted into their proper place 


in felation to the general war.” 


= “Remorseless” Air War. 


Adout the Allied air offensive, 
which many term the actual first 
phage of the invasion, Churchill 
said: 

“So far as the British Govern- 
ment and the Dominion Govern- 
ments and also the Governments 
of the United States and the Rus- 
sian Soviet republics are con 
cerned, nothing will turn us from 
our endeavor and intention to ac- 
complish the complete destruction 
of our foes by bombing from the 
air, in addition to all other means, 
The steady wearing down of the 
German and Japanese air forces 
is proceeding remorselessly.” 

He disclosed that a “very long 
range air power—V. L. R. as it is 
called” was in effective operation 
against submarines and that the 
first week of June “is the best 
ever” in U-boat kills. May was the 
best month of the war in the bat- 
tle at sea, he said, and this may 
be a “fateful milestone” toward 
Axis defeat since the Axis was 
banking heavily on the U-boat, 


248,000 Prisoners in Tunisia, 


Churchill reported that prisoners 
captured in Tunisia totaled 248,000, 
24,000 more than any previous esti- 
mate. He said 50,000 Axis troops 
had been killed, making total 
enemy casualties in Tunisia about 
300,000. Only 638 enemy troops 
escaped, mostly by air. 

The American Second Corps 
captured 33,000 Germans and 4000 
Italians, he told Commons. 

Churchill reported that British 
casualties in Tunisia totaled 35,000 
killed, wounded and missing, di- 
vided as follows: 

First Army, 23,500. 

Eighth Army, 11,500, 

(American casualties in North 
Africa totaled 18,558 from the time 
of the initial landing to the final 
cleanup, War Secretary Stimson 
reported on May 27.) 

Churchill declared that Tunisia 
and Stalingrad were the greatest 
military disasters that ever have

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CHURCHILL TEXT: ‘BIG SCALE AMPHIBIOUS OPERATIONS APPROACH’ 


Prime Minister Tells Commons 
He Cannot Predict Outcome of 
‘Complex and Hazardous’ Moves 


Has ‘Good Hopes,’ However—‘Nazis’ Tunisia 
Collapse Significant, 
pectations Should Be Based on It.’

OLLOWING is the text of Prime Minister Churchill's report to the 
House of Commons today on the war and his conferences in 


Washington and North Africa: 


As the Allied war effort passes 
into the offensive phase and its 
scale and pace grow, continually 
more frequent consultations be- 
tween the staffs and those con- 
cerned with high control become 
necessary. In January, 1942, broad 
agreements on principle and on 
our joint or respective tasks were 
reached at our conference in 
Washington. 

In the meeting these took a 
sharper point and among other 
things the operations in North 
Africa began to shape themselves. 
In October and November action 
occurred at Casablanca. In Janu- 
ary of this year the President and 
I, with combined British and Unit- 
ed States staffs, were able to sur- 
vey new scenes and wider pros- 
pects. Plans and programs were 
approved which have by no means 
yet been accomplished. 

Nevertheless, as the progress of 
events became more rapid and the 
armies marched faster than had 
been foreseen, it became necessary 
to explore a new field. 

To have the initiative is immense 
advantage. At the same time it is 
a heavy and exacting responsibili- 
ty. Left to itself opportunity may 
easily lead to emergency. 

Therefore, having consulted the 
President, I thought it necessary 
at the beginning of May to go with 
our chiefs of staff and very large 
body of officers and secretaries, 
nearly 100, for the third time to 
Washington in order that the suc- 
cess then imminent in Tunisia 
should be examined and compre- 
hended from the common view- 
point and then turned to the best 
possible account. 


“Light of Victory 

Now Begins to Play.” 

At Washington the entire ex- 
panse of. the world war on which 
the mellow light of victory now be- 
gins to play was laid open to Brit- 
ish and American leaders. We have 
shown that we can work together. 
We have shown that. we can face 
disaster. We have still to show 
that we can keep ourselves at the 
height and level of successful 
events and to be worthy of good 
fortune. 

Perhaps that may be the hardest 
task of all. It would not be right, 
of course, for me to attempt to 
give even in outline an account of 
the decisions which we reached. 
All I can say is that we have done 
our best. 

A complete agreement about for- 
ward steps has been reached be- 
tween the two governments. 

There have been no sort of dif- 
ferences such as occurred in the 
last war—inevitable on account of 
the forces at work—between the 
politicians and the military men. 
I shall make no predictions as to 
what will happen in the future and 
still less in the near future. 

All I can say is this, Anglo- 
American policy, strategy and econ- 
emy were brought into full focus 
and punch in those 15 days’ talks 
at Washington. 

The elaboration of modern war 
renders these prolonged discussions 
necessary. A conference lasting a 
day or two such as sufficed in 
previous wars is no longer suffi- 
cient to cover the ground and test 
the different propositions. 

As I have said, very large num- 
bers of officers expert in their dif- 
ferent branches are required at 
the various levels to be in close 
consultation. This gives the best 
chances to the troops and the 
sailors and airmen wherever they 
may be from Gibraltar to New 
Guinea and from the Aleutian Is- 
lands to the Burma Road. 


“Questions of Emphasis 
And Priority Arise.” 

In so vast and diverse a scene 
many questions of emphasis and 
priority arise, even where princi- 
ples are agreed upon, and beneath 
them lie all those problems of 
transpoNation of munitions,.of in- 
dustry, ofthe food of nations, of 
the distribution and application of 
resources, most of which questions 
can best be settled, and many of 
which can only be settled, at the 
summit of the war’s direction and 
which at that summit present 
themselves in fairly simple and yet 
at the same time in somewhat awe- 
inspiring forms. 

After we had completed our task 
at Washington I thought it well 
to go to North Africa and I was 
very giad that the President decid- 
ed to send along with me Gen, 
Marshall, chief of the United 
States Army and Air Force, a man 
of singular eminence of mind and 
character. 

We flew together across the At- 
lantic to Gibraltar and Algiers in 
order to deal more particularly and 
precisely on the spot with the 
problems of the Mediterranean 
theater. 

There for another week we had 
the advantage of full discussions 
with Gen. Eisenhower, the supreme 
commander, with Gen, Alexander, 
Admiral Cunningham, Air Chief 
Marshal Tedder, Air Marshal Con- 
ingham, Gen. Montgomery, Gen. 
Spaatz, Gen. Bedell and other high 
British and United States officers 
directly concerned with the execu- 
tion of plans—of plans which I can 
best describe as directed to the ap-

in its most intense and violent 
forms. 

I can assure the House that the 
most complete concord and confi- 
dence prevails at Gen. Eisenhow- 
er’s headquarters and the forces of 
the two great nations of the 
mnglish-speaking world are work- 
ing together literally as if they 
were one single army, 

I was told by the officers of 
both countries that in the move- 
ment of troops or the distribution 
of supplies no questions of nation- 
al origin arise between the staff 
officers who are interleaved at 
every stage and tier of the vast or- 
ganization. 

It is just a question of what is 
the best thing to do—that and no 
more. 


“Men in Full Tide of 


Successful Experiment.” 
The commanders are men in the 
full tide of successful experiment. 
They are proud of the troops they 
lead and are resolute on the plans 
they have made. 

In traveling about these armies 
and seeing perhaps 20,000 troops 
and airmen in a day, I sustained 
the impression of their extraordi- 
nary ardour and zeal to engage the 
enemy again at the earliest mo- 
ment. 

Vast armies have come into be- 
ing in this Africa war and to be- 
come conscious of their spirit is 
an ennobling influence for a visi- 
tor. Cheered by the remarkable 
victory after many bafflings and 
disappointments, the British and 
American armies and now the new 
French Army have become a most 
powerful and finely tempered 
weapon, . 
They have full confidence in 
themselves and also in the high 
command in the war direction. 
This is also true of the. more 
numerous and powerful forces — 
British, Canadian and American— 
which have formed and are form- 
ing in the United Kingdom. 

It is evident that amphibious 
operations of a peculiar complexity 
and hazard on a large scale are 
approaching. 

I can give no guarantee any 
more than I have done in the past 
of what will happen. I am sorry 
that a few days ago in the press 
of travel and affairs I let slip the 
expression “brilliant prospects lie 
before us.” I would prefer to sub- 
stitute the words “brighter and 
solid prospects lie before us.” 
That, I think, would be more qP- 
propriate and becqming in such 
anxious days. 

Yet all the same I have good 
hopes that neither Parliament nor 
the Congress of the United States 
will find themselves ill-served by 
their forces in the British Isles or 
on the African shore. 

At any rate, I can assure the 
House that on neither side, British 
nor American, have any narrow or 
selfish motives entered into the 
common task. The rest I must 
leave to action and to the march! 
of events. 

When I visited Tripolitania in 
January I had the pleasure of see- 
ing the troops of the Eighth 
Army, whom I had met before- 
hand in the now far-off El 
mein position before their victory 
and marvelous advance across the 
desert. 

I was particularly glad on this 
last occasion to meet the men of 
the First Army who, after a very 
hard time in the rainy winter, have 
come into their own and who had 
the honor with their comrades of 
the Second United States Army 
Corps of striking the final blow. 


British Losses in 


Tunisia Were Severe. 

The British losses in Tunisia 
have been severe, 

The Eighth Army, since they 
crossed the frontier of Tripolitania, 
have sustained about 11,500 casu- 
alties and the First Army about 
23,500 casualties, 

In all, 35,000 were killed, missing 
and wounded during the campaign 
of the two British armies. 

The total number of prisoners 
taken who have passed through 
the cages of the Allies now 
amounts to more than 248,000—an 
increase of 24,000 on the previous 
published total. 

There must certainly have been 
50,000 of enemy killed, making a 
total loss of about 300,000 men to 
the enemy since Tunisia alone. 

More than half of these men are 
Germans, 

In fact, of 37,000 prisoners taken 
by the United States Second Corps, 
actually it was more of the size 
of an army than a corps, 33,000 
were Germans. 

The French Nineteenth Corps 
also led tens of thousands of Ger- 
man and Italian captives to the 
rear and must have felt after all 
their country had gone through 
that they were once again reliving 
the great days of Foch and 
Clemenceau. 

All this takes no account of the 
very heavy tolls taken of German 
and Italian forces as they crossed 
over the sea or passed through the 
air. 

This toll was taken by the Al- 
lied air force and by the British 
submarines, cruisers, destroyers 


EISENHOWER MESSAGE 
TO COMMONS ON ‘FINAL 
DESTRUCTION OF AXIS’ 


LONDON, June 8 (AP). 


EFORE Prime Minister 
B Churchill made his state- 

ment in the House of Com- 
mons today, the Speaker of the 
House read a message from 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
expressing appreciation for a 
tribute previously paid by 
Commons to the Allied victories 
in North Africa. 

“I have received with pride 
the text of the motion passed 
by the House of Commons on 
May 18,” Eisenhower’s message 
said. “I ask that you will con- 
vey to the members of the 
House of Commons the thanks 
of all ranks of the Allied forces 
under my command for this 
generous appreciation of their 
services. 

“Strengthened by your en- 
couraging message, we look 
forward with increasing confi- 
dence to a future of still greater 
effort and achievement until 
complete and final destruction 
of the Axis forces throughout 
the world has been achieved.”

Stalingrad and Tunisia 


Greatest Nazi Disasters. 

One cannot doubt that both 
Stalingrad and Tunisia are the 
greatest military disasters that 
have ever befallen Germany in all 
the wars she has made, and they 
are many. 

There ig no doubt from the state- 
ments of captured generals that 
Hitler expected his Tunisian army 
to hold out at least till August 
and that this was the view and in- 
tention of the German high com- 
mand. 

The suddenness of the collapse 
of these great numbers of brave 
and skillful fighting men, with 
every form of excellent equipment, 
must be regarded as significant, 
and in a sense characteristic of 
the German psychology, which was 
shown after Jena and also at the 
very end of the last war. 

Though this fact should certain- 
ly be noted and weighed, no undue 
expectations should be based upon 
it. We are prepared to win this 
war by hard fighting and if neces- 
sary by hard fighting alone. 

In years of peace, peoples of the 
British Commonwealth and those 
of the United States were an easy- 
going folk wishing to live.a free 
life, with active politics and other 
opportunities of innocent diver- 
sion—and of national self-improve- 
ment, 

They do not covet anything from 
others, perhaps because they have 
enough themselves, and they have 
even failed to keep a good look 
out upon their own safety. 

They have martial qualities but 
they certainly do not like to drill. 
Nevertheless, when they are at- 
tacked and assault@éd and forced 
in defense of their life and liberty 
to make war and to subject all 
their habits of life to war condi- 
tions and to war discipline, they 
are not incapable, if time is grant- 
ed to them—and time was granted 
to them—of making the necessary 
transformation. 

Indeed a great many of them 
are taking to it with increasing 
zest and zeal. 

‘Such nations do not become ex- 
hausted by war. On the contrary 
they get stronger as it goes on. It 
is an error on the part of certain 
neutrals to suppose that the prev- 
iously unprepared and ill armed 
Anglo-Saxon democracies will 
emerge from this war weakened 
and prostrate even though victo- 
rious. 

On the contrary, we shall be 
stronger than ever before, in force, 
and I trust, also in faith. 

It may well be that these ‘guilty 
races that trumpeted the glories 
of war at the beginning will be ex- 
tolling the virtues of peace before 
the end. It would certainly seem 
right, however, that those who fix 
on their own terms the moment 
for beginning wars should not be 
the same men who fix on ‘their 
own terms the moment for end- 
ing them. 

These observations are of gen- 
eral character but not without 
their particular application. 
Impending Operations 


Fitted Into Proper Places. 

I must not neglect to make it 
clear that operations now impend- 
ing in the European theater have 
been fitted into their proper place 
in relation to the general war, 

I am very sorry that we have 
not yet been able to bring into 
counsel Marshal Stalin or other 
representatives of our great ally 
Russia, which is bearing the heavi- 
est burden and paying by far the 
highest price in blood and life. 

But I can assure the House that 
taking some of the weight off 
Russia and giving more speedy 
and effective aid to China and 
giving a stronger measure of secur- 
ity to our beloved Australia and 
New Zealand—these are never ab- 
sent for one moment from our 
thoughts and aims. 

This war is so universal and 
world-wide it would take several 
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and motor torpedo boats. 
This British naval force at the 
same time caused an impassable 
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hours toimake an exposition of 
what is happening in various thea- 
ters. 

Each of the Allies naturally sees 
these theaters from a_ different 
angle and in a somewhat different 
relation. We British must con- 
tinue to place the anti-U-boat war 
first because it is only by conquer- 
ing the U-boats that we can live 
and act. 

The might of America is de- 
ployed far over the Pacific and is 
laying an ever stronger grip on the 
outlying defenses of Japan and 
offerizng every moment to the 
Japanese fleet the supreme chal- 
lenge of sea power. 

Russian armies, as I mentioned 
to the Congress the other day, are 
in deadly grapple with what we es- 
timate to be 190 German and 28 
satellite divisions along their 2000 
miles of front. It is here that the 
greatest battles seem to impend. 
Then there is the war in the air. 
The steady wearing down of Ger- 
man and Japanese -air forces is 
proceeding remorselessly. The 
enemy who thought that air would 
be their weapon of victory are now 
finding in it the first cause of 
their ruin. 


‘Nothing Will Turn Us 


From Our Endeavor.” 

It is necessary for me to make 
it plain that so far as the British 
Government and the governments 
of the Dominions and also the 
Government of the United States 
and of the Russian Soviet repub- 
lics are concerned, nothing will 
turn us from our endeavor and 
intention to accomplish the com- 
plete destruction of our foes by 
bombing from the air in addition: 
to all other methods. 

Loud and lamentable outcries are 
being made by the enemy now that 
this form of warfare by which 
they thought to obtain the mastery 
of the world has turned markedly 
to their disadvantage. 

These outcries will only be re- 
garded by us as a very satisfactory 
proof of the growing efficiency of 
our attack, 

Compared with this time last 
year, we British alone can now 
drop more than double the weight 
of bombs at the 1500 miles range 
there and back. 

In the summer of last year as 
Minister of Defense I set on foot 
a policy of increasing our bomber 
effort, which of course entails cer- 
tain sacrifices in other directions. 
All that is now coming into hand. 

At the same time we took the 
measures which have thrown the 
very long range air power—V. L. 
R. as it is called—effectively into 
the anti-U-boat struggle. All this 
is now being brought to bear. 

The month of May has from ev- 
ery point of view been the best 
month we have ever had in the 
anti-U-boat war since the United 
States was attacked by Japan, 
Germany and Italy. At that time 
we gained much greater com- 
bined’ resources, but we exposed 
much larger targets. We made at 
that time a budget of sinkings and 
buildings on which we knew we 
could survive indefinitely. 

Sinkings have been greatly less 
than we apprehended and  build- 
ings have more than made good 
the prodigious programs undertak- 
en by the American nation. 

This month of May has been one 
of the very best for imports car- 
ried safely into this island since 
the end of 1941. Our combined 
new buildings have exceeded our 
losses by more than three to one. 

This first week in June could not 
possibly be taken’ as a criterion, 
but as a matter of fact it is the 
best ever for many, many months 
past. During the last few months

Chance to Hit Enemy 
Hard in Open Battle. 


This has given us the opportu- 
nity to hit him hard in open bat- 
tle; There are so many U-boats 
emp.oyed now that it is almost im- 
possible not to run into one or an- 
other of these great fields or 
screens of U-boats which are 
spread out. 

Therefore you have to fight your 
way through, but there is no rea- 
son why we should regret that. On 
the contrary, it is around convoys 
that.

New weapons and new methods 
and close co-ordination of effort 
between surface and air escorts 
have enabled us to inflict casual- 
ties which have surpassed all pre- 
vious records, 


The First Lord of the Admiralty 
made a statement of very reassur- 
ing character upon this subject the 
other day and I can only repeat 
that in May for the first time our 
killings of U-boats substantially 
outnumbered the U-boat output.

British and the United States Gov- 
ernments and the British and 
American peoples. All sorts of 
divergencies, all sorts of differ- 
ences of outlook, all sorts of awk- 
ward little jars necessarily occur 
as we roll ponderously forward 
together along the rough and 
broken road of war, but none of 
these makes the slightest differ- 
ence to our growing concert and 
unity, and there are none of them 
that cannot be settled face to face 
by heart to heart talks and patient 
argument. 

My own relations with the illus- 
trious President of the United 
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States have become in these years 
of war those of a personal friend- 
ship and regard and nothing will 
ever happen to separate us in the 
comradeship and partnership of 
thought and action while We re- 
main responsible for the conduct 
of affairs. The reason why.I have 
not to make a longer speech to- 
day is that I have already given 
to the joint sessions of the Con- 
gress of the United States the 
statement which [ should have 
made to this House on the victories 
in Tunisia had I been in this coun- 
try. That, I think, is the valid 
explanation. 


Certainly when I found myself 
walking into that august assem- 
bly, the free Congress of the most 
‘powerful community in the world, 


‘and when I gave them, exactly as 


I would do in this House, a busi- 
ness-like stock-taking survey of the 
war and of our joint interests, 
even touching upon controversial 
matters, or matters of domestic 
controversy over there, and when 
I thought of our common history 


and of the hopes that lie before 
| us, 


I felt this was an age of 
memorable importance to man- 


kind. 


For there can be no doubt that 
whatever world organization is 
brought into being after this war, 
that organization must be richer 
and stronger if it is founded on 
the fraternal relations and the 
deep understanding prevailing and 
now growing between the British 
commonwealth of nations and the 
United States. 


IT have one thing more to say 
before sitting down. I must ac- 
knowledge with gratitude the ex~- 
traordinary kindness with which 
I have been treated both by the 
House and out of doors through- 
out the land. And that is a very 
great help in these days of con- 
tinuing crises and storm. 


Let me in return record the fact 
House is a democratic 
institution foundea upon universal 
suffrage, a House which has pre 
served its function and authority 
intact and undiminished during 
the war and has shown it can 
change, correct and sustain gov- 
ernments with equal consistency 
of purpose.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 8.—A 
move to revive the less effective 
ef the two merit system bills in- 
troduced in the Missouri House, 
through a motion to put the Arm- 
strong merit bill on the calendar 
notwithstanding an adverse com- 
mittee report, was decisively de- 
feated today in the House, by a 
vote of 84 nays to 24 ayes. 

This apparently closes the door 
on any action by this Legislature 
to establish a merit system of em- 
ployment for State employes, as 
no effort has been made to revive 


Gov. Donnell's merit bill for 10,000 
of the State employes, which also 
was killed in committee. 

Both the bill brought up today 
and the Governor’s bill were killed 
two weeks ago by the House Com- 
mittee on Judiciary, largely 
through opposition of some of the 
legislative leaders of the Gover- 
nor’s own Republican party. 

Representative O. K. Armstrong 
(Rep.), Springfield, author of the 
bill rejected today, urged the 
Mouse to revive the measure and 
put it on the calendar for action 
so the State could make a start 
on establishment of a merit system 
for its employes. 

Bill of Limited Scope. 

This measure, at best a make- 
shift proposal, would have affect- 
ed only three State departments, 
two of them on an optional basis, 
and would have affected only a 
few hundred employes. 

It would have set up a merit 
plan for the health services in the 
State Department of Health, some 
of the penal institution employes 
with the remainder on an optional 
basis, and would have given the 
Board of Managers of State elee- 
mosynary institutions the  priv- 
flege of designating classes of hos- 
pital employes to be placed under 
a merit system, if the board 
wished it. 

Armstrong, who also had intro- 
duced the Governor’s bill, by re- 
quest, said he could not now sup- 
port Donnell’s comprehensive 
measure. 

“The principle behind it is fine,” 
Armstrong said. “But at this time 
I believe the State needs a merit 
plan as proposed by my bill. 

“I do not believe it is time for 
all of the State employes to be 
blanketed by a civil service sys- 
tem. Those states which have ap- 
proached a merit system gradually 
have had the most success. I think 
we should take it easy, and go 
gradually from one step to an- 
other.” 

Postoffice Example. 

Dr. J. A. Gray (Rep.), Atchison 
County, and John J. Endres (Rep.), 
Perry County, opposed the Dill. 
Gray said the attempt to revive 
the bill was a futile move. He 
pointed to the Federal Postoffice 
Department as an example of a 
merit system. “Not a single Re- 
publican can get a job in it,” Gray 
said. 

The feeble support of 24 votes 
mustered by the bill was evenly 
divided politically, 12 Democrats 
and 12 Republicans voting for the 
motion to put the bill on the cal- 
endar. 

Six of the 19 St. Louis Repre- 
sentatives voted to support the bill, 
three voted against it and 10 were 
absent or failed to vote. Those 
voting for the bill were Represent- 
atives Brady, Knetzger, Lahey, 
Langsdorf, Mashak and Napier. 
Those voting against it were Rep- 
resentatives Tucker, Utter and 
Hamilton. Those who failed to 
vote or were absent were Repre- 
sentatives Eaves, Eigel, Ferrara, 
Grebe, Kemp, Kenswil, Lee, Moss, 
Nicolay and Thuner. —

Notary Public Says Girl Obeyed Former Mar- 
riage Mill Operator Like Child Does 
Its Father in Taking Oath. 


An affidavit obtained in Illinois 
was the basis on which a license 
was issued for the midnight mar- 
riage of a 12-year-old St. Charles 
girl to George R. Hart, erstwhile 
operator of a thriving St. Louis 
County marriage mill, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

The affidavit, in which Hart's 
bride, the former Miss Genevieve 
Marie Boschert, set forth that she 
was 18 years old, was executed 
April 5 before an Alton notary, 
Mary L. Martin (Mrs. Mather R. 
Luly). 

The circumstances surrounding 
the execution of the affidavit be- 
came the subject of an investiga- 
tion by State’s Attorney C. W. 
Burton of Madison County today 
after the Post-Dispatch informed 
him Missouri officials said they 
had found no law violation in the 
issuance of a marriage license to 
the pair April 19 at Boonville or 
in the ceremony performed at Se- 
dalia the following night. 

The Missouri statutes provide 
that no Recorder of Deeds shall 
issue a marriage license to a gir! 
under 18 without consent of her 
father or mother, nor to a girl 
under 16 without a Circuit or Pro- 
bate Court order. Mr. and Mrs. 
Philip Boschert, parents of the 
girl, were not informed of the 
marriage plans before the wedding, 
Hart said. 

Prosecutors’ Statements.. 


Prosecutor Leo J. Harned at Se- 
dalia said there apparently was no 
violation in the marriage itself, but 
questioned the circumstances un- 
der which the license was obtained. 
Prosecutor Thomas G. Woolsey at 
Boonville said if there was any 
irregularity, it was in the affi- 
davit of age, outside his jurisdic- 
tion. Harned pointed out the mar- 
riage might be set aside on appli- 
cation of the girl’s parents to the 
Circuit Court, 

Mrs. Luly recalled that Hart and 
Miss Boschert came to her home 
about 9 p. m., seemingly in a hurry. 
Hart handed her affidavits of age 
for both himself and the girl on a 
single sheet dnd asked her to no- 
tarize them, Mrs. Luly said. (The 
affidavit for Hart was unnecessary 
as Recorders of Deeds do not re- 
quire them unless there is doubt of 
legal age.) Except to swear to the 
oath, the girl did not say a word, 
Mrs. Luly asserted. 

“She minded him like a child 
would its father,” Mrs, Luly said, 
but she did not question the girl's 
age as she believed she could not 
go beyond the face of the affidavit. 


Both Insisted She Was 18. 


Both Hart and his bride insisted 
at first, when seen by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday that 
she was 18 years old, but Hart 
finally admitted she was “a little 
less than 18.” Both: denied she 
was as young as 12 or even 13, 
although birth records at S&t. 
Charles City Hall show she was 
born July 25, 1930. Hart is 46 and 
a grandfather. 

The pair is living in the ram- 
bling old brick-and-frame struc- 
ture at Natural Bridge and St. 
Charles Rock roads where Hart 
operated his “marriage parlor” 
until the Supreme Court divested 
him of his office of Justice of the 
Peace in 1940. 

“She gave her age as 18 when 
we applied for the marriage license 
and I thought she was 18,” Hart 
asserted. 

Hart said he met the girl last 
Jan. 20 when she took a job as 
hat-check girl at the St. Charles 
Ideal Roller Rink—‘“one of the 
George R. Hart, Inc., enterprises,” 
he announced grandly—and they 
discussed marriage within two 
weeks. The ceremony was de- 
layed, he said, because “we 
couldn’t get out of town for busi- 
ness reasons and we had to be 
married away from here since I 
wanted to keep it weoubes for several 
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years so I could send her through 
high school and college.” 


“Marriage Parlor” Operating. 


Although Justice of the Peace 
ceremonies are no longer per- 
formed there, the “marriage parl- 
or” is still in operation, Hart dis- 


closed. He said he has been per-* 


forming marriages as “bishop of 
the Union Church and Missions of 
America.” Business is nothing like 
it was in the old days, though, he 
added. 


The church, he said, is operated 
by the Rescue Army of America, 
an Iowa corporation, and has 1500 
ministers and 420,000 members 
throughout the country. He said 
he was ordained a minister of the 
church in 1938 and was elected to 
a 40-year term as bishop and head 
of the church at a meeting of 
officers and directors at Hotel 
Statler in St. Louis in August, 
1940, 


Although he conceded that the

Hart, at the riverfront shack on 
the outskirts of St. Charles where 
the parents and the other five girls 
in the family live, refused to dis- 
cdose Genevieve’s age. “This means 
a great deal to me,” she said, 
“more than I can ever say to you.

The concentrated strength of the 
Northwest African Air Forces 
poured a deluge of bombs and fire 
onto Italy’s sentinel island of Pan- 
telleria yesterday. 

Formations of every type of 
plane, from Flying. Fortresses to 
Warhawks, flew to the attack, Al- 
lied headquarters said, causing 
smoke clouds which rose 4000 feet 
above the battered island and 
drifted almost to Sicily, 65 -miles 
away. 

Eleven enemy planes were shot 
down in the onslaught when out- 
numbered defenders tried to ward 
off the waves of attacks. Two Al- 
lied planes were lost, the commu- 
nique said. 

In one of the shortest commu- 
niques‘ in recent months, Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower's headquar- 
ters said “many missions were car- 
ried out by heavy, medium and 
fighter-bombers” against Pantel- 
leria. No other targets were men- 
tioned. 

Fortress gunners accounted for 
six of the 11 enemy planes shot 
down yesterday when the intercep- 
tors tried to break up the heavy 
formations. Se ae ee 

Warhawks tangled’ with an en- 
emy fighter group and shot down 
four more, 

The eleventh enemy machine, a 
twin-engined float plane, was shot 
down by Royal Air Force coastal 
air force fighters in the Gulf of 
Orstano off the west coast of Sar- 
dinia. 7 ‘ 

A description of how the Flying 
Fortresses defend themselves 
against enemy fighters was giyen 


by Staff Sergt. Emmet R. Worthey 
of Eldon, Mo., who was credited 
with destruction of a Messer- 
schmitt off Pantelleria. 

“We were on the way back from 
the island when we were attacked 
by the Messerschmitts,” he said. 
“The waist gunner and I were 
both blasting away at the same 
aircraft; when his gun jammed. I 
suppose if it hadn’t jammed we 
would have had a heck of a time 
determining who got the Hun. As 
it was, I gave him a last good 
burst at close range and he went 
down in flames and smoke.”

Gemans were quoted as saying 
that the Allies were growing 
stronger, could not be underesti- 
mated and likely would engineer 
a “clever invasion plan.” 

They asserted, according to the 
Swedish press accounts, that an at- 
tack could not be a complete sur- 
prise as everything was ready for 
defense, but the moment of in- 
vasion and the points of landing 
might create a relative surprise for 
a short period, 

The German high command, 
these advices said, was expecting 
diversified attacks and was con- 
centrating main bodies of Axis 
troops iniand, rather than spread- 
ing them along the coast, so forces 
could be shifted as needed. 

How It Wili Happen. 

The Tidningen correspondent 
said that Berlin military sources, 
pointing out it was only 35 min- 
utes across the English Channel 
from Britain to Northern France, 
gave this picture of what might 
happen if an_ invasion were 
launched there: 

British warships would set up a 
terrific barrage against coastal 
batteries, accompanied by a mass 
aerial bombardment. 

Small landing boats carrying 120 
men each would proceed under the 
barrage cover toward the coast, 
carrying some 50,000 men in the 
first attack wave. 

Other boats carrying light wea- 


pons and smal] tanks would be in 
the first wave. 

As soon as the attack were dis- 
covered, the Germans would con- 
centrate U-boat packs, which were 
presumed to be stationed around 
possible invasion areas waiting for 
an Allied blow, and aerial power 
in an effort to wreck the landing 
plans. 

The Germans were quoted as es- 
timating that only 13,000 of the 
first 50,000 troops could be landed 
to establish a bridgehead. 

Nazi Propaganda Shift. 

London observers noted a shift 
in German radio propaganda last 
night from talk of defensive to 
both defensive and offensive ac- 
tion. 

Some sources here thought the 
shift in tone might. be intended 
to stiffen German morale at home, 
but Morley Richards, Daily Ex- 
press military writer, said he be- 
lieved the Nazis might try to wrest 
the initiative from the United Na- 
tions. 

“To do that,” he wrote, “they 
might attack again in Russia or at- 
tempt invasion of Turkey or Spain

Buoyant, but Restrained. 

Immediately after speaking, 
Churchill went to Buckingham Pal- 
ace to have lunch and report to 
King George. His speech was 
heard by United States Ambassa- 
dor John G. Winant, Soviet Am- 
bassador Ivan Maisky and other 
envoys, Mrs. Churchill and several 
American officers. 

In the House of Lords, members 
cheered Lord Cranborne’s report 
on the Prime Minister’s return. 

Optimistic but restrained, 
Churchill’s statement served to 
confirm the British public’s sum- 
mer hope that a large scale Allied 
invasion of Europe is not far off. 

Warning against over-confidence, 
he said much hard fighting lay 
ahead before final victory could 
be achieved. 

He made it plain that plans laid 
in Washington called for a tre- 
mendous attack on the Axis and 
referred to “operations now im- 
pending in the European theater” 
as if they were a foregone conclu- 
sion. 

The plans, he indicated, embrace 
all aspects of the global war. 

Air Assault Against Foe. 

Speaking of the Allied air war 
against the Germans and Japanese, 
Churchill asserted “the enemy who 
thought that in the air would be 
their weapon of victory are now: 
finding it the first cause of their 
ruin.” 

“I am very sorry that we have 
not yet been able to bring into 
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counsel Marshal Stalin or other 
representatives of our great ally 
Russia which is bearing the heav- 
iest burden and paying by far the 
highest price in blood and life,” he 
said. 

“But I can assure the House 
that taking some of the weight 
off Russia and giving more speedy 
and effective aid to China and 
giving a stronger measure of se- 
curity to our beloved Australia and 
New Zealand—theso are never ab- 
sent for one moment from our 
thoughts and aims.” 

Agreement on ‘Forward Steps.’ 

While disclosing that complete 
agreement on “forward steps” in 
the prosecution of the Allied war 
effort had been reached during his 
conferences in Washington and 
North Africa, Churchill said he 
could make no predictions as to 
what may happen in the near 
future. 

“It is evident, however that am- 
phibious operations of peculiar 
complexity and hazard on a large 
scale are approaching.” 

Churchill opened his review by 
saying “as the Allied war effort 
passes into the offensive phase and 
as its scale and pace grows con- 
tinually, more and more frequent 
consultations between the staffs 
and those concerned with the high 
control become necessary.” | 

Outlining the results of his re- 
cent conferences in Washington, 
Chyrchill said: 

“At Washington the entire ex- 
panse of the World War on which 
the mellow light of victory now 
begins to play was laid open to 
British and American leaders. 

“We have shown we can work to- 
gether. We have shown we can 
face disaster. We have still to 
show we can keep outselves at 
the height and level of successful 
events and be worthy of good for- 
tune. Perhaps it might be _ the 
hardest task of all. 

Smooth Co-operation. 

“There have been no sort of dif- 
ferences such as occurred in the 
last war inevitably on account of 
the forces at work between politi- 
cians and military men,” he said, 
adding: 

“I shall make no predictions as 
to what will happen in the future 
and still less in the near future. All 
I can say is that the Anglo-Amer- 
ican policy, strategy and economy 
of the war was brought into full 
focus and function in those 15 days 
of talks in Washington.” 

Churchill referred to the plens 
made in North Africa as “plans I 


‘can best describe as directed to 


the application upon the enemy of 
force in its most intense and vio- 
lent form.” 

He described the Allied comman- 
ders in North Africa as “men in 
the full tide of a successful experi- 
ment.” He added that “they are 
proud of the troops they lead and 
resolute in the — they have 
made.” 

Churchill said he wen sorry he 
recently let slip the expression 
“brilliant prospects.” 

“I would prefer to substitute the 
words ‘brighter and solid prospects 
lie before us’,” he explained, “That 
I think would .. . be more ap- 
propriate and becoming in such 
anxious days.” 

War Against U-boats. 

Churchill was buoyant about the 
successful turn of the battle of the 
Atlantic. 

“We took the measures which 
have thrown the very long range 
air power—V. L. R. as it is called 
— effectively into the anti-U-boat 
struggle,” he said. “All this is be- | 
ing brought to bear.” 

He did not further amplify 
“Vv. L. R.” which obviously stands 
for “very long range.” 

“The month of May is even 
every point of view the best month 
os have had in the U-boat war 
CT alt i eal the United States was at- 


tacked,” he said. “The combined 
new building has exceeded our 
losses by more than three to one. 
This first week in June could not 
possibly be taken as a criterion 
but as a matter of fact it is the 
best ever. 

Nazi Losses Exceed Output. 

“In May for the first time our 
killings of U-boats substantially 
outnumbered the U-boat output. 
That may be a fateful milestone. 
The Germans seem to be staking 
their hopes on the U-boat war. 

“If it should be made clear that 
this hope has failed then they may 
be seriously disappointed and they 
are a people who, when seriously 
disappointed, do not always find 
resources to confront an approach- 
ing disaster, once their reason tells 
them that it is inevitable. I make 
that observation in passing. Do not 
let us build on such deductions. 

“I feel confident that the U-boat 
war will not stand between the 
United Nations and their final vic- 
tory while all the time the air war 
will grow in weight and severity.” 

Churchill asserted that the other 
Allied leaders had not intervened 
in the discussions between Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle and Gen. Henri 
Giraud, but that all “rejoiced” over 
their agreement. These men, he 
said, need “only to act jointly and 
in good faith’ without sectional 
or personal interest to help regain 
France’s heritage. 


Tribute to Roosevelt. 

Reporting that his predominant 
impressions from his trip were of 
the quality of the Allied armies in 
North Africa and the strength of 
the British-American ties, Church- 
ill added: . 

“My own relations with the illus- 
trious President of the United 
States have become in these years 
of war those of persona] friendship 
and regard and nothing will ever 
happen to separate us from com- 
radeship and partnership of thought 
and action while we remain respon- 
sible for the conduct of affairs.” 

Churchill finished speaking after 
about 35 minutes. 

He concluded that “there can be 
no doubt that whatever world or- 
ganization is brought into being 
after this war it must be the rich- 
er and stronger if it is founded on 
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and deep understanding prevailing 
and now growing between the Brit- 
ish commonwealth of nations and 
the U. S. A.”

Germans Make Strong 
Thrusts South of Orel— 
Air Forces Keep Up 
Blasting Attack.

MOSCOW, June 8 (AP).—Offi- 
cial Soviet disclosure that the Ger- 
man Air Force has raided the in- 
dustrial center of Gorki, 250 miles 
east of Moscow on the Volga River, 
for two straight nights and strong 
Nazi reconnaissance activity along 
the front today strengthened the 
belief of observers that the zero 
hour is near. 

(The Germans announced last 
night in a Berlin broadcast that 
they had raided Gorki for the 
third successive night and had set 
large fires with 500 tons of explo- 
sives and 100,000 incendiaries. The 
Nazi radio asserted today the Red 
Army had lost 25 rifle divisions 
and 12 tank brigades in six weeks’ 
fighting in Kuban area in the 
Caucasus.) 

The Russians said about 100 Ger 
man planes attacked Gorki Sun- 
day night. Bombs were scattered 
in the residential sections, causing 
casualties and damage. Twelve of 
the German bombers were said to 
have been shot down.

and fuel dumps.and concentrations 
of enemy trains. 

The Russians reported sharp 
German feeler thrusts and new 
troop concentrations south of Orel.

IN ANTI-STRIKE BILL 
FAGES REJECTION 


Senate Conferees Against 
Section on Ground It 
Might Apply to U. S.- 
Operated Plants. 


WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP).— 
Senatorial opposition to legalizing 
strikes in Government-operated 
war industries pointed today 
toward the junking of House-ap- 
proved plans for a secret ballot 


and a 30-day “cooling off” period 
before walkouts could be called. 
Although House conferees con- 
tended these provisions in the Con- 
nallyadarness anti-strike bill ap- 
plied only to privately operated 
war industries, the five Senate 
members of a joint conference 
committee were said to be unani- 
mously opposed to any section 


which might—even by inference— 


be interpreted as sanctioning an- 
other coal mine strike while the 
Government controls the pits. 


The conference committee mean- 
while sharpened a section provid- 
ing for the fining or imprisonment 
of any person who instigates or 
aids in interrupting production in 
a seized plant or mine by a strike.

The committee restored a Senate- 
approved provision authorizing the 
Government to seize war plants 
or mines where production is in- 
terrupted by labor disputes, a sec- 
tion the House apparently had 
ignored on the assumption the 
President already has this power. 

Strikes would be barred and the 
seized plant or mine would be op- 
erated under the same terms and 
conditions of employment as when 
the Government took over, but em- 
ployes could apply to the War La- 
bor Board for settlement of their

OUTLOOK FOR 1944 
NOT SO FAVORABLE 


Vegetables Below Last 
Year, Fruit Cut; Fewer

WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP)— 
The Agriculture Department is 
concerned about the situation in 
some foods, and, unless things look 
up, the public must be ready to 
change its diet somewhat or pull in 
its belt, come 1944. 

The department’s bureau of eco- 
momics, in a review, said today 
that there were enough rationed 
foods on hand, together with ex- 
pected production, to maintain 
present eating levels for the re- 
mainder of 1943. But unrationed 
foods are not too plentiful and the 
expected supplies for the fall 
months are not too favorable. That 
goes for eggs, cereals, fruits and 
vegetables. 

Vegetable output is running 
about 13 per cent below last year. 
Early freezes cut crops of apri- 
cots, cherries, peaches, plums and 
prunes materially below those of 
1942, The peach crop in Southern 
States may be only half of its nor- 
mal size. 

Supplies of eggs in the fall and 
winter “will be considerably below 
current levels,” the review said. 
Livestock may be affected adverse- 
ly. Unless there are extraordinary 
grain yields, the present level of 
production cannot be maintained 
beyond 1943, it was said. Consump- 
tion of feed grains now threatens 
to exceed production. 

The potato supply for the year 
Was calculated at 125 pounds per 
capita, a total crop of about 400,- 
000,000 bushels. The bureau said 
the expected winter crop would not 
be big enough to permit a rate of 
consumption as high as in the first 
quarter of this year. 

Butter and cheese stocks are 
plentiful for this year.

—Nearly 400 veterans of Attu suf-

The other 195 had stopped Japa- 
nese lead or had been injured in 
accidents. 

Victims of the cold were unable 
to walk. The feet of many were 
swollen to twice their normal size. 

Pvt. Ben Moynihan, 27 years old, 
of St. Louis, went ashore with the 
first scouting party on May 11. 
His feet began to tingle after two 
days; after the sixth day, his feet 
were so swollen he no longer could 
walk. 

As Corp. Laddie Gargulak, 24, 
of Chicago, explained: 

“We got wet feet on the original 
landing and we got wet feet every 
couple of hours. It was all right 
when we could change socks regu- 
larly, but when we could not, boy, 
the frostbite would set in.” The 
grim business of fighting didn’t al- 
ways allow pauses for sock 
changes.

Gargulak’s outfit was headed for 
a surprise attack on a Japanese 
position in the Holtz Bay region.

than his own to an initiative pe- 
tition. The other Judges of the 
division concurred. 

The alleged fraud which led to 
the conviction of Burns resulted 
in the Missouri Committee for a 
One-House Legislature, which had 
sponsored the unicameral Legis- 
lature amendment, withdrawing 


| petitions it had filed to place the 


amendment on the ballot of the 
1942 general election. 

Chief Justice Ellison said the 
evidence showed that Burns and 
Erwin Greenshaw of Springfield, 
whose trial is pending, had been 
employed by the Missouri. Commit- 
tee for a One-House Legislature in 
June, 1942, to obtain signatures to 


proposed amendment on the ballot 
of the 1942 election, 

Burns, Judge Ellison said, ob- 
tained telephone directories of 
several South Missouri towns and 
employed about 12 girls who, in 
the baSement of Burns’ home in 
Springfield, copied names from the 
directories on initiative petitions 
in support of the amendment. 

About 38,000 names or “signa- 
tures” were placed on the petitions 
in this manner, Judge Ellison said. 
Burns and Greenshaw were paid 
about $2100 for these “signatures,” 
it was said, 

After disclosure of the irregu- 
larities, the initiative petitions for 
submission of the proposed amend- 
ment to voters of the State, filed 
with the Secretary of State: last 
July 1, were withdrawn by the 
Committee for a One-House Leg- 


islature, headed by former State 
School Superintendent Charles A. 
Lee of St. Louis. The disclosures 
indicated no knowledge on the 
part of the committee or other 
sponsors of the irregularities in 
the petitions. 

Judge Ellison, in overruling 
technical attacks by the defense 
on the information, the amend- 
ment, the evidence and instruc- 
tions to the jury, held there was 
no prejudicial error in the trial 
of Burns, and affirmed his con- 
viction,

HAT happened in Argentina 
on Friday, however, was not 
revolution; it was a_ col- 
lapse. At the first sign of forcible- 
opposition the Castillo regime 
simply crumbled away, like a rope 
of sand in a gust of wind. 
The military leaders responsible 
for the coup d’etat acted on their 
own and not as the spear point 
of a popular movement. It was 
not love of democracy which moti- 
vated them, or friendship for the 
United States or the United Na- 
tions, but simply disgust over Cas- 
tillo’s blundering course. 
What angered them was not that 
Castillo had been pro-Axis—many 
of them also had Been pro-Axis in 
the days when the Wehrmacht was 
sweeping across Europe—but that 
he had continued to be pro-Axis 
when such a policy had begun to 
run afoul of the law of diminish- 
ing returns. 
Unlike Castillo, they knew a 
winning bandwagon when they 
saw one, again unlike Castillo, 
they didn’t mind climbing aboard 
regardless of the. shape and color 
and direction of .the vehicle they 
had previously been riding. 
This is not to say that within 
the junta there are not those who 
sincerely favor the Allied cause 
and who always have believed 
Argentina's best interests would be 
served by a policy of co-operation 
with the Allies and with the other 
American Republics.

But what was basically behind 
Castillo’s overthrow by army lead- 
ers was not a difference over 
principles but a disagreement over 
practices.

If Mrs. Roosevelt wants 
members of the YCL to proclaim them- 
selves from the housetops, as we here 
in Columbia have done, why can’t she 
help call off the Red-thirsty wolves who 
are doing their best to disrupt national 
unity and the war effort by not letting 
anti-Fascists fight this war against 
Fascism?

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A STEP TOWARD MEDICAL REFORM. 


The dawn of a new enlightenment is at last break- 
ing over the change-resistant precincts of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, if the address of its pres- 
ident, Dr. Fred W. Rankin, has the influence that 
presidential statements usually have in the higher 
councils of this organization. 

Dr. Rankin, speaking before the association's gov- 
erning body, the House of Delegates, urged it to 
face realistically the modern trends in medical eco- 
nomics, to realize that the old status of medical 
practice will be considerably modified and to take 
action enabling people to budget their medical 
expenses, ; 

The AMA has always stood for high ethical 
standards, and has contributed greatly to scientific 
progress and elimination of quackery. On the sub- 
ject of economic relations between physician and 
patient, however, it has clung tenaciously to the 
past, 

In 1932, for instance, when President Hoover's 
Committee on the Costs of Medical Care brought 
in a report urging more group practice and stronger 
public health services, the AMA denounced these 
moderate proposals as “Socialism and Communism, 
inciting to revolution.” A more recent instance 
was its opposition to the Wagner national health 
bill of 1939 because, for one thing, it “does not 
adequately protect the interests of private practi- 
tioners against the use of public funds for the treat- 
ment of disease.” 

The powerful influence of the AMA has served 
to retard virtually all moves even for privately- 
financed insurance and group clinic plans to reduce 
the costs of the emergencies brought to the citizen 
by illness and accident. In many instances, these 
unexpected and heavy expenses are enough to up- 
set the family budget for months. If averaged over 
darge groups, medical costs are a relatively small 
item, amounting to only around 4 to 6 per cent of 
family income. Obviously, budgeting these costs 
by means of small insurance payments, of which 
Dr. Rankin now indicates approval, would be a 
logical solution. 

Another obstacle to adequate medical care is the 
unequal distribution of physicians over the country. 
They have concentrated in the cities to a large 
degree, leaving many rural areas without sufficient 
service. This maladjustment is now coming forcibly 
to public attention in the shortage of medical men 
brought about by the war. Of America’s 160,000 
active physicians and surgeons, about one-third are 
now in the armed services, and the War Manpower 
Commission announced in January that 100,000 medi- 
cal men would be required for the Army and Navy 
by the end of 1943. 

Better distribution of doctors is only part of the 
remedy. Establishment of hospitals and health cen- 
ters in sections now lacking them, by means of 
Federal and state aid, is another essential. Dr. 
Rankin urges. his organization to accept the neces- 
sity for such a program. 

The inevitability of a broadened system of medi- 
cal care was recognized long ago by seemingly every- 
one except the leadership of the AMA. If the medi- 
cal men refuse to participate, then they will en- 
counter what they fear most—governmental inter- 
vention in their field. 

Dr. Rankin is wise in urging the doctors to as- 
sume leadership in this essential program. If he 
has to fight a battle within the councils of his 
own organization in order to obtain such participa- 
tion, public opinion will be strongly behind him, 
and aiso the approval of many physicians who have 
been embarrassed by the reactionary attitude of 
their association’s leadership. 
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FOR RESPONSIBLE DRIVERS. 

The Drivers’ Financial Liability Act, House Bill 
441, has been killed by the Roads and Highways 
Committee, but if it wants to perform a signal 
service to every responsible motorist and every 
pedestrian in Missouri, the Legislature will repudi- 
ate its committee’s action. 

Without this law, all of us are at the mercy of 
the incompetent and the heedless who, even in 
spite of gasoline rationing, roar through our streets 
and along our highways. 

The proposed measure is not a drastic one. It 
would merely require a driver who was held re- 
sponsible for an accident to pay the judgment 
against him within a reasonable time and give proof 
of his financial responsibility in the future. It is 
in force in 34 states, the District of Columbia and 
in the Canadian provinces. Other states have far 
more rigid rules for the protection of automobile 
accident victims. 

Except in so far as it might tend to make drivers 
more careful, this measure offers no protection 
against the reckless driver who has been lucky 
enough to avoid accidents in the past. It is aimed 
only at the man found responsible for a crash— 
and then rather mildly—yet it would be a great im- 
provément over the present state of affairs. 

It is hard to understand why so mild a measure 
was killed in committee. The House ought to take 
the matter into its own hands. 
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Our forces in North Africa are salvaging captured 
tents and have put a desert tent-maker to work 
mending them. If this gentleman’s business enter- 
prise requires a slogan, we suggest: “Ah, tattered 
tents made quickly good enow!” 
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ERNIE PYLE’S WAR DISPATCHES. 

It takes all kinds of correspondents to report a 
war. Some of them specialize in interviews with 
Generals and high officials, some give their readers 
accounts of great battles, and one of them, Ernie 
Pyle, prefers to tell about the daily life of the troops 
in the field. Since the opening of the North African 
campaign, Pyle has lived with the soldiers there. 
He has shared their food and their fox holes, trav- 
eled with them by truck, plane, jeep and afoot, 
visited their hospitals and accompanied them into 
battle. 

So Ernie Pyle’s reports don’t read like news dis- 
patches at all, but more like the letters that an 
exceptionally observant and talented buck private 
might write to his home folks. Communiques may 
tell about the course of a campaign, but there are 
thousands of things the public wants to know about 
how the soldiers live, how the food is, what the 
men talk about, whether their clothes are warm 
enough, how often they get a chance to bathe, and 
so on. Pyle’s dispatches answer these questions, 
and in an intimate, easy style that captures the 
atmosphere of soldiers’ conversations in a tent on 
the desert. 

All this explains why Time refers to Pyle as 
“America’s most widely read war correspondent,” 
and why the number of newspapers publishing 


| his dispatches has risen from 42 to more than 125 


since the North African series began. Ernie Pyle 
has helped Americans at home share the daily life 
of their soldiers on the African front. 
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CIVIL CODE REFORM IS SCUTTLED. 

Do members of the State Legislature wonder why 
the people of Missouri take the business of law- 
making into their own hands from time to time 
and enact basic statutes in their polling places? 
Then these legislators need only take note of what 
is happening to civil ,code reform in the current 
session at Jefferson City. 

Modernization of the procedure under which civil 
suits are brought and trials are conducted has long 
been an urgent need in this State. While one state 
after another brought its civil code up to date, Mis- 
souri has gone on from year to year with an out- 
moded set of rules which make for expensive de- 
lays and hence tend to defeat justice. 

To correct this situation, the progressive elements 
of the Missouri bar prevailed on the State Supreme 
Court to draw up a revised civil code and present 
it to the Legislature for adoption. This revision 
was introduced in the current session, with Sena- 
tors Francis Smith of St. Joseph, Frank M. Frisby 
of Bethany, M. C. Matthes of Hillsboro and Jasper 
Smith of Springfield as sponsors. 

The natural expectation is that the Legislature 
would welcome the Supreme Court’s informed guid- 
ance and promptly make its recommendations law. 
Yet what is happening? Just the reverse. With 
Senator Phil M. Donnelly of Lebanon ag the chief 
hatchet man, the Senate is amending the code right 
and left. Some 24 changes have been proposed 
and most of these have been adopted. 

One amendment killed the provision which would 
require motions for new trials, now couched in 
vague generalities, to be based on specific alleged 
errors. Another amendment killed the provision 
that objections to jury instructions be made specifi- 


considered by appellate courts. Still other amend- 
ments are promised to chip away other parts of 
the revision. 

The prospect is doubly dark. First, it does not 
look as if any important part of the Supreme Court's 
handiwork can be adopted. Second, it does not ap- 
pear that what remains after the Senate wreckers 
finish with it will be worth passing. What a 
strange way to demonstrate the vitality of de- 
mocracy! 
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ALL-OUT EFFORT. 

Apparently there is no limit to the silly things 
people will do to obtain and keep low automobile 
license numbers. A Chicago woman had Illinois 
tag No. 75. She asked for it again when she applied 
for her 1943 license. The application was misfiled 
in the Secretary of State’s office at Springfield. 
When, after a lapse of several months, she failed to 
receive: the coveted number, she sued the State 
of Illinois in the Sangamon County Circuit Court 
to compel issuance of No. 75 to her. Out of this 
came a thorough search; the filing error was dis- 
covered and the plates at last sent to her. Wonder 
what the boys in North Africa and on Attu and New 
Guinea would think about home-front wartime oc- 
cupations such as this? 

PICTURE OF A CENSOR IN ACTION. 

An amazing exhibit of censorship in action is 
presented by Arthur Robb in Editor & Publisher, 
The episode occurred when Rubber Director Wil- 
liam M, Jeffers visited Louisiana to inspect war 
plants. He was accompanied by other officials, 
Eastern newspaper correspondents and Kenneth 
Burgher, whose title is director of public informa- 
tion of the Rubber Director’s office, but who turned 
out to be a traveling censor with a vigorous blue 
pencil, 

Burgher announced to the press when the tour 
began that everything written about it would have 
to be approved by him before it could be published, 
This included, he said, personal interviews with 
members of the party. The press co-operated, but 
controversy developed over remarks made by Direc- 
tor Jeffers at a public dinner at Baton Rouge, with 
some 200 guests present. 

In the course of his talk, Jeffers praised Gov. 
Jones,, referred to the Louisiana law that forbids 
him to run for another term and said, “We can 
use him in Washington.” To Louisiana reporters, 
this was news, but Burgher cut it out of their 
stories, although one writer said he had obtained 
Jeffers’ permission to use it. Charles P. Manship, 
publisher of the Baton Rouge Morning Advocate, 
stood up for freedom of the press and ordered the 
Jeffers statement used in his paper without referring 
it to the censor. When Burgher upbraided him for 
violating a confidence, Manship explained he did not 
consider the statement a censorable item, as it was 
made publicly, did not concern national defense 
and “I had an idea that the Rubber Director could 
say whatever he pleases.” Burgher replied: 

The Rubber Director hasn’t got any business, 
and you know it, of messing in Louisiana poli- 
tics. . . . All such remarks have to be approved 
first by me. It is the duty of my office to pro- 
tect these Washington officials from saying 
things they have no business saying... . 

Since when do high public officials have to be 
wet-nursed by two-bit censors? If newspapers per- 
mit small fry like this to ‘tell them what they can 
and cannot print, even when the remarks are made 
publicly and the author consents to their publication, 
then they deserve to be censored. 
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A DRAFT CONVICTION SET ASIDE. 

The Supreme Court of the United States func- 
tioned yesterday in what, by some tests, is its most 
important role: the protector of the rights of lit- 
tle people. 

Homer Lester Bartchy registered in Houston un- 
der the Selective Service Act. He entered the Amer- 
ican Merchant Marine and, because his whereabouts 
changed from time to time, he provided the draft 
board with a series of addresses. He was ordered 
to report ‘for induction, but did not, so he said, re- 
ceive the notice. When he learned in New York 
that the FBI was hunting him, he surrendered and 
offered to enter the armed forces. This offer was 
rejected and he was returned to Houston, where he 
was tried and sentenced to jail. 

The 7-to-2 decision, delivered by Justice Reed, 
found the regulation satisfied in good faith and 
set the conviction aside. With this there will be, 
so we believe, general agreement. If the draft law 
is to be applied without favor, it is also to be ap- 
plied fairly. The record in this case gives every 
sign of justifying the view the Supreme Court took 
of it.

HAVE just arrived in America from 
| Tokyo. As a neutral diplomat, I have 

seen, behind the curtain of censorship 
and terror, Japan at war. 


Today the Japanese people are ragged, 
cold, tired, dirty and hungry. They are 
enduring daily hardships difficult for an 
American to imagine. But they are ready 
to go on and on-—their slogan is “A hun- 
dred-year war!” ‘ 


Japan is not fighting just the United States 
and Britain. It is fighting the entire white 
race, and right now is enslaving the brown 
and yellow races to this end. 


The Japanese people, in whom I once 
found much to admire, have reverted to a 
tribal fanaticism which is not only poison- 
ous and murderous, but long-enduring and 
long-planning. This spirit is apparent in 
every city and village and in every social 
sphere. There can be no safety for us 
until they are utterly crushed, 


Convinced They Can Win. 


The most frequent question I have been 
asked since my arrival in America is: “Do 
the Japs really think they can win this 
war?” 


Of course they do. 


In the first flush of tremendous victories 
following Pearl Harbor, most Japanese 
thought the war would be won by them in 
a couple of years. (The High Command 
knew better, but let the people enjoy them- 
selves.) 


The first shock was the American air 
raid. But when that was not repeated, and 
victories continued in the South, confidence 
returned. 

The American victory in the Coral Sea 
was well suppressed. The greater victory 
of Midway, when American flyers crippled 
the carrier force of the Jap navy, was also 
suppressed, but I could notice a change of 
attitude, a greater tension and seriousness, 
among Jap officials who knew the inside 
story. 


The first Jap defeat to filter through to 
the Jap public was the series of battles 
in the Solomons, Boast as they would of 
gigantic American losses, the Jap propagan- 
dists could not conceal from the people that 
the Americans had taken the lower Solo- 
mon Islands away from the invincible Jap 
heroes, 


People Worried About Losses. 


The great American naval victory off 
Guadalcanal, Nov. 13 to 15, was too serious 
to be entirely concealed. The Japs admit- 
ted they had lost one battleship and had 
another “damaged. This was understating 
it, but the Jap people began to worry and 
rumors began to circulate. 


Our old Jap interpreter had always taken 
his Government’s propaganda as the gospel 
truth. Now, for the first time, he came to 
me and asked. “What do the Americans say 
about the Guadalcanal battle on your short- 
wave radio?” I told him. He swallowed ' 
hard and said nothing. He was typical. 


To meet this new feeling, Jap propaganda 
put out a new line: “This is a hundred-year 
war. Prepare for the hundred-year war!” 
This was plastered on posters, in the news- 
papers, on the films, and plugged on the 
radio, 


Of course, when the Japanese militarists 
talk of a hundred-year war, they do not 
think of it ag continuous war, but as a cycle | 


in the American Magazine, 


of wars, with interludes for consolidation, 
ending with Jap domination of the world. 
Here is the way they figure it: 


“Let us take the dark view, and assume 
that Italy and Germany are defeated in 
two or three years. By that time, Russia 
will be bled white, and America and Britain 
will be partially exhausted and tired of war, 


“We, meanwhile, will have completed the 
conquest of China and perhaps of India. 
More important, we will have converted 
our hundreds of islands shielding East 
Asia into unsinkable’ aircraft carriers, 
capable of launching enough land-based 
bombers and torpedo planes to stop a fleet 
twice the size of the combined American 
and British navies. And this without men- 
tioning our own growing Navy. 


“We will then have not only our superb 
Army, but auxiliary armies of millions re- 
cruited from among the docile conquered 
people, and trained and sometimes offi- 
cered by Japanese, 

“The tired democracies, perhaps even 
aided by tired Russia, will fling their ar- 
mies, navies, and air forces in vain—per- 
haps for a year or two years, or four years. 
Eventually the cry will go up in America 
and England: ‘Enough of this senseless 
slaughter. Give us back our sons, and let 
Japan keep her East Asia.’ 


“Greatest Empire in History.” 


“In the interlude which follows, whether 
peace or truce, Japan will consolidate the 
greatest empire in the history of the world. 
Eighty million Japs at the top, with nearly 
a thousand million industrious, docile peo- 
ple working for us—450 million Chinese, 
350 million Indians, 60 million Javanese, 16 
million Filipinos and other tens of millions 
of Siamese, Burmese, Koreans, Malays and 
Manchurians., 


““This billion will develop the vast nat- 
ural resources of East Asia, man the new 
war factories and shipyards, construct the

GOERING EATS HIS WORDS.

UR favorite quotation from Air Marshal 

Hermann Goering is from a speech he 
made Aug. 9, 1939. “As Reichminister for 
Air,” he said, “I have convinced myself 
personally of the measures taken to protect 
the Ruhr against attack. In future I will 
look after every battery, for we will not 
expose the Ruhr to a single bomb dropped 
by enemy aircraft.” 

The British Air Force the other night 
dropped more than 2000 tons of bombs on 
Dortmund, just one city of the industrial 
Ruhr Valley. That raid is described as 
“the heaviest and most concentrated air 
attack in history.” It compared with 450 
tons dropped on London in one 24-hour 
period of the Battle of Britain as the best 
the Germans could do, 

The sound of Goering’s boast long since 
has faded into nothing before the roar of 
bursting bombs. Even Goering seems hushed 
into silence by the specter of defeat. Perhaps 
his words are haunting him, 


Letters of Thomas Wolfe: 
A Portrait of His Mother 
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“Thomas Wolfe's Salil to His Mother,” Edited 
by Her, (Charles Scribner's Sons, New York.) 


HOMAS WOLFE put the purple patch 

on that fertile period of American writ- 
ing which began with the end of the Inst 
war, but he also produced one of the finest 
of all American novels in “Look Homeward, 
Angel.” Those who have read it, and the 
other long novels which followed it, may 
well feel that what there is to know about 
Thomas Wolfe they know. 

Perhaps they gre right, but they had 
better dip into the letters which he was 
always writing to his mother, a woman 
with much of the same gusto that he dis- 
played, if only on the theory that there caa 
never-—-well, hardly ever—be too much of 
a good thing. 

The Mrs. Wolfe who ts indirectly re 
flected in these letters—and very directly 
presented in the fine introduction by her 
son's friend, John 8. Terry-——is a wonderful 
character. She had the same faith in her 
son that he had in himself, and her con- 
fidence enabled him to justify his own, 

* * 


Wolfe was harassed by the fact that it 
was so difficult to get the money necessary 
to hold body and soul together, that it cos® 
so much of the time he wanted to give over 
to writing. He felt that he had so muc®s 
to say and so little time in which to say it. 
Always at his back was the fear of death, 
the almost certain knowledge that he would 
never live to be old. Here his mother was 
able to help with her checks. They en- 
abled him to go to George Pierce Baker’s 
workshop at Harvard, to go to Europe, 
to write. 

So there is a good deal about money in 
these letters. Some of them read like the 
typical appeals and acknowledgments of 
the schoolboy, “Dear Mama: Just a short 
letter written in haste,” begins one from 
Paris. “Both your checks came by way of 
the Nat. City Bank. I was away in Tow 
raine—the chateau country—for two and 
a half weeks—and found the last when I 
got back here practically broke.” 

There are the justifications for all the 
appeals—Prof. Baker thought his play was 
good, and just wait until it ig produced on 
Broadway, etc., ete. And there are prom- 
ises to come to his mother’s assistance. 
However, when her real estate deals went 
badly in the depression, the checks which 
he was able to send were pathetically small. 

Of course, this ig not to say that Wolfe 
was mercenary—anything but. Money was, 
by and large, a bothersome nuisance. He 
never managed it well—even if he became 
quite outraged at the lawyers’ fees which 
were involved in his literary litigation. 
Money was just an outward sign of the 
close relationship between this mother and 
her son. Wolfe shared with her all hig tri- 
umphs—and the disappointments, 
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So goes this record from the time (June 
19, 1909) when he wrote “I was promo 
to the 4th A grade from the 3B grade” 
until that last postcard from Vancouver, 
B. C., on July 6, 1938. His fears were con- 
firmed. He died at 38. 

But there are wonderfully full years re- 
corded between those two brief little mes- 
sages, wide-ranging, fruitful years. There 
was the teaching which he did not like, 
but there were also good understanding 
friends like Aline Bernstein. And -there 
was always writing. 

The letters—and all the postcards and 
the birthday messages, the requests for 
bits of family lore which escaped his colos- 
sal memory—they are all very natural, ail 
a little hasty, a little incomplete. It would 
be hard to pick out a single one and say 
that here is something profound, some- 
thing original, something wonderful. But 
out of the sum total of them comes a new 
light on a great writer.

General de Gaulle has the ad- 
vantage of having been right be- 
fore the war, during the war, and 
after the war. He has drawn the 
political consequences of military 
observations. -These facts give his 
person authority. 

That he is a stubborn and ob- 
stinate man; that he is) not sur- 
rounded altogether with the wisest 
advisers; that the Free French 
movement is shot through with dis- 
sension—these are also facts. Yet, 
as far as personal characteristics 
are concerned, General de Gaulle 
is not uniqut® in their possession. 
Mr. Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt 
are also stubborn and obstinate 
men, and not everyone agrees that 
they have the best possible ad- 
visers. All men of stature have 
the faults of their virtues. Joan of 
Arc was an excessively unpleasant 
and stiff-necked girl, heartily dis- 
liked by the diplomats of her 
days. 


Confused Thinking. 


HERE undoubtedly were good 

military reasons for the orig- 
inal procedure in North Africa. 
There also are good political rea- 
sons for recognizing the fact that 
General de Gaulle is the political 
leader of France. 


There is a great deal of con- 
fused thinking about the question 
of unity—as though the creation 
of a committee representing di- 
verse viewpoints creates unity. 
The only function of such a com- 
mittee can be to facilitate transi- 
tion to what must, of its nattre, 
be established. A nation that has 
suffered a disastrous defeat only 
becomes unified around a trusted 
leader and a clear set of ideas. 

There is no choice to be made 
between the purity and integrity 
of Giraud and De Gaulle. No one 
can accuse Giraud that he spent 
the years when De Gaulle was 
mobilizing France, in prison, 
escape from which made him also 
a national hero. - 

Yet it also is true, that however 
advised, General Giraud made un- 
fortunate choices, unfortunate 
from the standpoint of principle. 

General de Gaulle may have 
some incompetent advisers, but he 


T was not difficult to foresee that the arrival of Gen. de Gaulle in 
Algiers would be, first of all, a personai triumph, and, secondly,

6 HE lesson we have to draw

It is on open secret that Giraud 
and not De Gaulle was the Amer- 
ican choice, and that Peyrouton 
was brought to Africa with full 
American consent, 

Yet not all the vrontige of the 
United States Government, and of 
our arms could determine French 
choice of political leadership. 

And this ought to restore not 
shake our confidence in nations 
and peoples. A free people do not 
put their trust in leaders who are 
primarily dependent on foreign aid. 
They wish leade-= who symbolize 
their own sovereignty. The fact 
that Giraud was so obviously fa- 
vored militated against him, in all 
probability, with the people of 
France. 

There were times when De Gaulle 
was too obviously favored by Brit- 
tain — and that militated against 
him, too. The people of France 
have lived three yc:.-: under for- 
eign rule or a puppet government, 
supported against all comers by the 
Axis. They are tired of foreign 
rule and puppet governments. 
They want our friendship, our al- 
liance, our support, and their own 
political freedom. And they in- 
evitably will follow a man who rep- 
resents, unequivocally, these three 
things. 
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HE lesson to be learned from 

this is that wherever our 
armies enter a country, they must 
enter as liberators or conquerors, 
confining themselves to strictly 
military affairs. Political action 
must be allowed to develop. And 
we must not forget that we have 
come to extinguish Nazism and 
Fascism, 

If this column is correctly in- 
formed regarding procedures de- 
signed for many countries, includ- 
ing Germany and Italy, it would be 
well to revise them in the light of 
the experience in North Africa. All

DISCOVERY OF STAR 
100 TIMES AS HEAVY 
AS SUN REPORTED 


25 Photographs Show It Is 
a “Double” in Atmosphere 
of Helium, Silicon. 


CHICAGO, June 8 (AP).—Dis- 
covery of a new double star 
weighing approximately 100 times 
as much as the sun, or 200 billion 
billion billion tons, was reported 
yesterday in the Astrophysical 


Journal by Dr: Daniel M. Popper, 
instructor in astronomy at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

He said the report was based on 
25 photographs of the star taken 
with an 82-inch reflecting’ tele- 
scope of the McDonald Observa- 
tory at Mt. Locke, Tex. The ob- 
servatory is operated jointly by the 
University of Chicago and the Uni- 
versity of Texas. , 

Dr. Popper’s photographic ob- 
servations indicate, he said, that 
the star—designated as RY in the 
constellation Scutum—actually is 
composed of two stars which re- 
volve about each other in a period 
of 11 days. 

The two stars are surrounded by 
an immense ring of gas composed 
of atoms thrown off by the sys- 
tem, the scientist reported. Spec- 
trum lines of the atmosphere of 
one star show that the elements 
comprising it Mclude helium and 
silicon. The other star is invisible, 
however, Dr. Popper explained, 
adding that its presence and other 
characteristics were inferred from 
the observed circular motion of the 
brighter star.

KAUFMANN URGES NEW 
CENTRAL HOUSING AREA 


Tells Civic Council to ‘Give 
a Thought to Home Com- 
munity’ in Postwar Plans. 


A proposal that a. new, central 
residential district be planned for 
St. Louis to replace obsolete build- 
ings that have outlived their use- 
fulness was advanced last night by 
A. P. Kaufmann, president of the 
Board of Aldermen, addressing the 
aninual meeting of the Géneral 
Council on Civic Needs. ) 

Kaufmann called on the mem- 
bers of the council, meeting at the 
North Side Y. M. C. A., Grand bou- 
levard and Sullivan avenue, to 
“sive a thought to your home 
community while you are remaking 
the world.” Only because St. Louis- 
ans were prepared, he added, has 
the city emerged from previous 
wars and progressed. 

He pointed out that slums in 
cities are “directly responsible” for 
the fact that many men examined 
for military service were declared 
unfit. Slums, he said, breed hun- 
ger, agony, poverty, frustration 
and crime. 

Reason for Slums. 

“The fundamental reason for 
slum settlements,” he said, “is the 
lack of thought and foresight on 
the part of the municipality for its 
own welfare. For instance, when a 
building becomes unfit for human 
occupancy, do we tear it down 
and build another in its place? No, 
we build a new building across the 
street. When that building be- 
comes obsolete, the same process 
is followed.” 

Kaufmann read from a letter of 
Harland Bartholomew, engineer of 
the City Plan Commission, which 
said: “For the first time in the 
history of American cities we see 
them decaying at their core. St. 
Louis is no longer a growing city. 
There was actually a loss in popu- 
lation of 32,913 persons in the great 
central areas of the city between 
1930 and 1940. 

“Since there is comparatively 
little vacant land now available in 
the city, most of the new dwelling 
construction will be in St. Louis 
County unless a marked change 
occurs in the traditional processes 
of urban development. It is not 
time for such a change? In our 
visualization of St. Louis in 1970 
should we not include a new cen- 
tral residence district having even 
higher standards of light, air and 
open space superior to anything 
found in all former suburban de- 
velopment?” 

Wants a Blueprint. 

Kaufmann said he was looking 
forward to the day he could pre- 
sent a blueprint plan for St. Louis, 
containing specific plans and pro- 
posals for a new central residence 
district; blighted district rehabili- 
tation; greater protection for 
dwelling areas still in good con- 
dition: reduction of congestion, im- 
proved accessibility and further 
strengthening of the central busi- 
ness district and a list of public 
improvements essential to each of 
these four major undertakings. 

Dr. H. H. Helbing, chairman of 
the General Welfare Committee, 
reported participation in the cam- 
paign to amend the Missouri State 
Constitution, to compensate mem- 
bers of the Legislature and the 
calling of the Cénstitutional Con- 
vention.

Two wartime child care centers, 
the first of 12 to be/sponsored by 
the Social Planning Council of St. 
Louis in co-operation with the 


Board of Education, received their 
dedication yesterday from the chil- 
dren of nine years of age and less 
whose daytime care has been en- 
trusted to the nurseries by their 
working mothers. 

Enjoying for the first time the 
recreational facilities and _ the 
trained guidance provided by the 
project were white children at the 
Jackson School, 1632 Hogan street, 
and Negro tots at the Banneker 
School, 2840 Lucas avenue. Ten 
other similar centers are sched- 
uled to be opened before Sept. 1. 

Miss Eva Hulsen, director of the 
project, said that counsellors would 
be stationed at the two centers 
throughout this week and for an 
indefinite period thereafter to re- 
ceive applications from, and hold 
interviews with, mothers desiring 
to enroll their children in the 
nurseries. 

She said the centers were open 
to children between the ages of 2 
and 9, who may be enrolled from 
7 a.m. to 7 p. m. Mondays through 
Saturdays, at a charge of $4 a 
week for each child. All children 
must undergo thorough physical 
examination before being admit- 
ted. 

Miss Hulsen, formerly superin- 
tendent of the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration nursery project here, 
pointed out that, in addition to 


| children of working mothers, the 


centers also are open to children 
whose fathers are employed at 
night and have to sleep during the 
day. 

Accommodating a maximum of 

40 children between the ages of 
two and five and 10 children be- 
tween five and nine, the centers 
will furnish two light meals and a 
complete midday meal each day.

‘modifying the standard milk ordi- 
‘nance, which was introduced by 
Health Commissioner Joseph F. 
'Bredeck, was pledged yesterday by 
the Dairy Council of St. Louis, 


sponsors of a more drastic modifi- 
cation, at a hearing before the 
Public Welfare Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, provided two 
additional amendments are added. 

Tyrrell Wiiliams, president of 
the council, in a letter made public 
at the hearing, said the “unre- 
served support” of the council 
would be given to Bredeck’s bill if 
it were amended to eliminate the 


requirement that all processed 
milk and milk products must show 
the date of pasteurization and that 
farmers no longer would be re- 
quired to refrain from pouring 
milk in the barn from one con- 
tainer to another. 

Williams said the proposed 
amendments had the support of the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice and would resujt in a saving 
of milk and man power. Williams 
said Bredeck’s bill was a general 
overhauling of the milk ordinance 
and ‘vas more comprehensive than 
the bill proposed by the council, 
but emphasized the two amend- 
ments were necessary as war 
emergency measures. 

“T have understood Dr. Bredeck 
to say he will officially recommend 
these changes next fall,” Williams’ 
letter said, “but that he and the 
director of Public Welfare oppose 
them at present. If it will be 
proper for the City of St. Louis to 
co-operate with the Federal_Gov- 
ernment 21 months after 
Harbor, it is hard to understan 
why it shouldn’t co-operate now, - 
18 months after Pearl Harbor.” 

Dr. Bredeck, who was not pres- 
ent at the hearing, told reporters 
he had not said he would recom- 
mend the additional changes this 
fall.. He said he would not oppose 
or uphold the leaving off the date 
of pasteurization, but emphasized 
that by some means, by code or 
otherwise, the Health Department 
must have some way of telling 
when milk was pasteurized in the 
event a health problem arose.

Chairman Dickstein (Dem.), New 
York, said introduction of the 


measure meant “starting again al- 
most from scratch” and that new 
hearings, possibly including  testi- 
mony by State Department repre- 
sentatives, would be held. 

Members determined to obtain 
some kind of bill to delete from the 
statutes what they termed the 
“stigma” of Chinese exclusion said 
they hoped to report to the House 
a measure that could be acted on 
before Congress recessed for the 
summer. 

Meanwhile, a committee member 
said opponents of the movement 
had stated in executive session they 
would be willing to have the ex- 
clusion acts wiped off the books, 
but not willing to permit immigra- 
tion of Chinese to this country. 

Describing such sentiment as 
“preposterous,” one supporter said | 
privately this would have the ef- 
fect of saying to the Chinese: “We 
no longer prohibit you from enter- 


ing this country, but we will not 
permit you the immigration quota

Then just as we hit the 
main road and were out in the

T HE days and nights slipped by as swiftly as

the trees on the banks of the Mississippi.

This, I found 

out, was a matter of wind direction. I learned 

other things about wind on a moving steamboat. 

I found out, for instance, that it was wise, when 

emptying garbage from the kitchen, to\determine 

first which way the wind was blowing.) I found 

this out only after getting my clothes thoroughly 

dirtied. I learned that the seco deck was 

called the cabin deck or the boiler-deck. It was 

mamed the cabin deck because on /it were the 

passengers’ quarters. It was also Known as the 

boiler deck, because it was just above the big 

boilers. On this deck also was the boat’s mag- 

nificent bar, which I was to learn was a very 

important part of her equipment, and the beau- 
tiful dining room. 


The deck above the cabin deck was known as 
the hurricane deck or the roof. On top of the 
roof was a smaller deck called the texas. In the 
texas were the officers’ quarters and quarters 
for that part of the crew who did “clean work,” 
even though they might be Negroes. The black 
cook lived there in the afterpart of the texas, 
as did the white deck hands. My cabin, a tiny 
cubbyhole no bigger than a clothes closet at 
home, was in the afterpart of the texas.

THE NEGRO ROUSTABOUTS, who did the 
dirty work of loading and unloading, bunked on 
the main deck, sleeping on bedding of sacks. A 
favorite place: for them to bed down was the 
space between the deck and the boilers, They 
used to crawl in there on cold nights for the 
warmth, and the mate, when routing out a crew 
for a job of loading, always was sure to look 
there for the lazier Negroes. The officers were 
quartered in the forepart of the texas. Atop the 
texas perched the pilothouse, and there held forth 
the man who, I was to learn, was really cock of 
the roost although the captain was technically in 
charge. He was the pilot, whose word, I discov- 
ered, was law on the boat once she got under 
way. I was to learn that there were very few 
‘captains rash enough to offer advice to the pilot- 
house tyrant on matters of navigation, or indeed 
on any other subject. 

What time I had to myself I spent in the roust- 
abouts’ quarters, listening to the happy black 
men singing and telling stories and playing dice. 
From Snowball I received my first lesson in river 
history.

CASE RECORDS

ASE Z-139: Stanford M., aged 27, is a research chemist. 
C “B-b-but I am a v-v-victim of s-s-stuttering,” he painfully 

confessed. “It all s-s-started when I was in the eighth 
grade. Dr. Crane, c-c-can I get over it?” 

Ordinarily we must perform an act many times before a 
habit develops. You pianists know full well how many repeti- 
tions it took to play the piano. But when we are under great 
emotion, a single performance may “set” a habit firmly in our 
nervous system. For example, a child doesn’t need to touch the 
fire more than once or at most twice before it learns to avoid 
such an action in the future. The pain is so great and persists 
so long afterwards, thag the nerve pathways are well traversed. 
A strong habit may develop from a single highly emotion- 
al-tinged episode, 
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WHEN A CHILD stutters before his classmates, their re- 
Bulting laughter and his own excessive stage fright furnish a 
massive amount of nervous energy which discharges itself over 
the nerve pattern involved in speaking. Thus, the stimulus- 
response mechanism receives a tremendous amount of exercise. 
The social pain or humiliation even keeps the nerve pattern 
active for hours after the child's stuttering first brought on the 
Jaughter. The more you keep your attention on yourself, the 
more inclined you will be to have one of these nuisance habits 
develop. And if you have a gyilt reaction, which immediately 
increases your self-consciousness, you are even more likely to 
stutter. Children who have been changed from left-handed to 
right-handed, also furnish a greater percentage of the stutterers, 
It isn't the change of handedness that seems to be the cause, 
but the excessive self-analysis engendered by the chronic “No, 
no, Johnny, the other hand!” which his parents or teachers 
have barked at him. ' 
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STUTTERING IS A specific habit of the stimulus-response 
type. In America the stimulus is a human social group. The 
response is an interruption of English conversation at the nor- 
mal pitch and volume. But change any part of this stimulus- 
response situation and you can alter the stuttering. For exam- 
ple, I have previously cited the case of an Oxford graduate who 
stuttered terribly in English. But he could speak in French 
and never be troubled, for his stuttering had arisen with refer- 
ence to the speaking of English to a human social group at a 
normal pitch and volume. Stutterers can talk to animals with- 
out trouble, for animals are not a human social group. Stut- 
terers can sing in church or at a party and not be disturbed, 
for singing is not the normal conversational pitch or volume. 
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THEY CAN READ aloud, for reading is not conversation. 
They can arbitrarily raise or lower their pitch slightly and then 
be free from stuttering, for this also changes the original 
stimulus-response situation. If they likewise distract their at- 
tention, as by Demosthenes’ method of holding pebbles in the 
mouth, or by biting their tongue and keeping it imprisoned be- 
tween their molars as they talk, they can avoid stuttering, for 
again they have altered the original stimulus-response situation.

r THE INEXPERIENCED BOY YANKED UP THE WHOLE BEAN PLANT. 


By Angelo Patri 


F course every healthy boy and 
girl wants to help win the 
war. There are many jobs they 
can do but those jobs are close at 
hand and many of these young 
people, too young for real service, 


set old enough to be helpful, want 


to get away from home tp work. 
That is not so good. Why not 
help where you are? 


In every job, in every time, 
there are a few who win the hon- 
ors. A few wear uniforms, a few 


wear medals, a few shine in the 
light of public admiration. But, 
and this is the heart of the mat- 
ter, the work is done, the war is 
won, by the great group of work- 
ers who are never heard of and 
never seen by the public. They do 
the real job without honor and 
without reward beyond that of a 
good conscience and the apprecia- 
tion of the neighbors who know 
them. Boys and girls of fourteen 
belong in this group. 

A girl of fourteen cannot go to 
work on a farm far away from 
home unless she goes with some 
older person on whom she depends 
for guidance and leadership. A 
girl this age has not lived long 
enough to understand what hap- 
pens all about her. That under- 


standing comes with the years. If, 
in her lack of knowledge, she 
made a mistake, it might spoil her 
whole life. So, to keep safe and 
happy, she must go with a woman 
who is known and trusted or stay 
at home with her family and work 
there. The same for the boy. 


Talking about farm work there 
is this to be said. Farm work is 
a profession and a trade that takes 
a life time of learning and another 
of experience. No child from a 
city can go to a farm and be use- 
ful all in a day. He would be more 
in the way than not. 
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OR example: Picking beans looks 
Freasy. Any child can do it. A 

boy thought he could and went 
into our garden and pulled up a 
hundred and fifty feet of beans in 
10 minutes, ruining a whole crop 
of beans. You see he did not un- 
derstand how to pick beans, He 
caught hold of the bean by the end 
or the middle, and pulled, and out 
came the whole bean plant. If he 
had waited until he was shown 
how to pick beans, this would not 
have happened, but he thought 
anybody could pick beans. 


Another willing helper went into 
the orchard to pick apples and 
with every apple he pulled the 
fruit spur. He knew nothing about 
how apples grew and what he was 


doing would be called murder in 
any orchard. | 
Caring for chickens is a profes- 
sion that requires knowledge and 
skill and hard work. You can’t 
walk into a chicken yard and com- 
mand the hens to lay and the 
chicks to grow. You have to learn 
how not to smother chicks, how 
not to step on them, how to feed 
and water them, and how to keep 
the whole flock clean and healthy 
and you don’t learn that overnight. 
What I am trying to tell these 
hopeful children is that they must 
stay at home where they know 
what to do, or go to the farms un- 
der the supervision of older and 
experienced people. They must be 
conscious of .the fact that they 
do not know about the®work they 
are to do, and be willing to learn. 
And they must appreciate the kind- 
ly patience and forbearance of the 
farmers who take them on, for 
they are a sore trial to them. 


Uniforms are not introduc- 
tions, and young girls must not 
consider them an invitation for 
familiarity. How mothers can 
help their daughters handle this 
wartime problem is discussed by 
Angelo Patri in a special leaflet,

My Day

WASHINGTON, Monday. 


FTER I reached Washington 
A yesterday, I spent a quiet hour 
eating a rather frugal supper 
of iced tea and fruit on the soyth 
porch, and thought of people one 
remembers when one sits alone in 
this house or looks out at the view. 
«The site for this city was chosen 
by George Washington. In read- 
ing Carl Sandburg’s column in the 
Galesburg Post today, I find he 
quotes two letters of the first 
President which should be read 
today because the principles which 
he laid down for peace in his time 
were as global as ours have to be 
now. He knew as well as we do 
that all mankind has to be free if 
peace is to exist. 
x* *« * 
Washington’s Monument points 
to the sky. It is the first thing 
you notice from the south porch, 
which is as it should be, for he was 
the first man to lay a course for 
this country to follow. By and 
large, we haven't deviated so far 
from the principles he laid down. 
Next you look at Jefferson’s Memo- 
rial and cast your eyes back to two 
little mounds on the White House 
grounds, which Jefferson built be- 
cause rolling country to him made 
a more charming landscape than a 
fiat lawn, We probably owe to 
him some of the beautiful trees 
which shade the lawn. We cer- 
tainly are indebted to him for 
many of the ideas which kept 
Washington's original course for 


this nation towards a real democ- 
racy. 

Finally, though you cannot see 
the Lincoln Memorial, you are al- 
ways conscious of Lincoln’s pres- 
ence and of the hard years of the 
war between the states. He must 
have watched the other side of the 
Potomac River so often and won- 
dered whether the boys in gray 
would look into a man’s face and 
think only of the brotherhood of 
man and not of the division of race 
or color, 

All of these men thought in terms 
which embraced not only their 
own country, but the world at 
large. It is not astounding then, 
that the leaders of today think in 
global terms. Madame Chiang says 
we must have “co-operation and 
humility,” and perhaps that is the 
best prescription of moving for- 
ward in the future. We shall cer- 
tainly need humility to arrive at 
any kind of co-operation,

to be preparing us for action ih 
the European theater of war, as 
well as in the Pacific, Like mil 
lions of other women throughout 
the country, I turn on my radio 
and open my paper with a certain 
amount of dread every day, and 
yet I know that action is the only 
way to bring our present difficult 
and horrible situation to an end.

The Physical 
Examination 


Of Patients 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


AM writing this in a series 
| of articles on diagnosis in 

order to try to give you a 
sympathetic understanding of 
your doctor, In order to treat you 
successfully, he must make a suc- 
cessful diagnosis, Recently I em- 
phasized that the first step in 
diagnosis which the modern phy- 
sician uses, and the most impor- 
tant, is to obtain a history—the 
patient’s account of the illness in 
the /atient’s own words. This 
week I wish to discuss the sec- 
ond step in diagnosis, which is 
the physica] examination. 

The physical examination con- 
sists in endeavoring to accumulate 
data about the patient’s appear- 
ance and the signs he displays 
which are evident to the physi- 
cian’s trained senses—sight, feel- 
ing and hearing. 

It may seem to some of my read- 
ers that I am neglecting methods 
of diagnosis by machines. We live 
in a machine age and it is notori- 
ous that people in telling you 
about their doctor will tell you 
how he took the blood pressure 
with a machine and how he had 
an X-ray made and how he exam- 
ined the heart with an electro- 
cardiogram and how he examined 
the blood and used a microscope, 
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THESE THINGS are all very 
fine, but they do not take the 
place of the history and the phys- 
ical examination. According to 
the best authorities the history 
of the patient’s illness, as told by 
the patient, is of 50 per cent im- 
portance in the final diagnosis, 
the physical examination, 25 per 
cent, and all the mechanical, mi- 
eroscopical © and instrumental 
methods are worth about 25 per 
cent in the final summary of the 
average diagnosis. 

Let me illustrate by taking a 
common condition, jaundice or 
yellow jaundice, The patient can 
gee this and to that extent it is 
a symptom, so the patient tells 
you when it started and other 
things about it. You can see it 
and to that extent it is a sign, 
and part of the physical examina- 
tion. Your seeing the fact that 
the patient is jaundiced confirms 
the patient’s statement. 

Now you begin to analyze it and 
you find that the patient says it 
came on without pain. In making 
a physical examination of the ab- 
domen over the gallbladder, you 
find that there is no tenderness 
and you cannot feel any lump 
which would indicate the gall- 
bladder or an enlargement of the 
liver. The patient says that at- 
tacks of jaundice have occurred a 
number of times in the last few 
years, 
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YOU CAN MAKE some blood ex- 
aminations, which would give a 
mechanical interpretation of the 
jaundice. The icteric index would 
tell you mathematically just how 
deep it is, and what is called the 
Vanderbergh test would tell an- 
other fact and an X-ray of the 
gallbladder would show whether 
the jaundice could be due to gall- 
atones, 

But as a matter of fact, you do 
not need this mechanical help be- 
cause you can analyze the situa- 
tion from your physical examina- 
tion. 

The fact that there is no pain 
and no tenderness and no palpable 
gallbladder indicates that there 
are no gallstones or gallbladder 
disease. The fact that you can- 
not feel the liver rules out cirrho- 
sis. The fact that the patient is 
subject to recurrent attacks would 
indicate that the jaundice was due 
to blood destruction rather than to 
stoppage of the bile. 


Rust is a common disease of hol- 
lyhocks, but this trouble can be 
largely overcome: by raising young 
plants from seed every year.

Into Making 
~ Wrong Lead

DECLARER does not always 
A aischarge his full duties by 

playing his own cards to the 
best advantage. At times he can 
clearly see that he will be “ruined” 
if the opponents hit upon such 
and such a defense, and then it is 
up to him to make a different 
defense more appealing. For ex- 
ample: e 
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The bidding was not character 
ized by any great timidity on the 
part of either East or South, yet 
every one of their bids was fairly 
logical. South started with the 
short heart suit so that he could 
bid diamonds if North responded 
with no trump or clubs, East later 
explained that he had chosen clubs 
for his first overcall so that he 
could show the spade suit at a 
high level and thus announce 4 
strong hand. 


West opened the spade jack. 
Declarer won, laid down the heart 
ace, then successfully finessed 
se the queen. A diamond was 
returned; East played the jack, and 
declarer won with the king. At 
this point, of course, declarer could 
have returned a diamond from his 
own hand, since the only high card 
missing was the ace, but he fore- 
saw difficulties if he made that 
play. East, on winning with the 
diamond ace, might be reluctant 
to lead a club in the face of dum- 
my’s holding in that suit; he might 
prefer to return two rounds of 
spades. This would be fatal to de- 
clarer’s cause; he would have to 
ruff the second round in dummy 
and then would be unable to re- 
turn to his own hand to draw 
West’s heart queen. 


Declarer decided that his best 
chance was to induce an error on 
East’s past. To that end, he led 
to the club ace, carefully getting 
that card out of the way so that it 
would not inhibit East's lead of the 
suit. Now, ahother diamond was 
led toward the closed hand. East 
went up, and (to his shame) did 
exactly what declarer wanted him 
to do. i. e., he laid down the club 
king. Declarer ruffed with the 
heart jack, took another finesse 
against the queen, laid down the 
heart king, discarding a spade 
from his own hand, then ran the 
diamond suit, and finally conceded 
one spade to the enemy.
